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Economists 
added  to 
team  for 
U.S.  talks

The  Treasury  yesterday  decided 
to  add  three  economic  experts  to  the 
delegation  leaving  today  forthe  U.S. 
Two  of  the  three  are  known  suppor¬ 
ters  of  a  monetary  reform  that  would 
peg  the  economy  to  the  dollar. 

The  delegation  is  headed  by 
Emmanuel  Sharon,  the  Treasury's 
director-general.  It  will  include  the 
ministry's  deputy  director-general, 
Efraim  Dovrat,  and  the  head  of  the 
Bank  Israel  Research  Department, 
Mordechai  Fraenkel. 

At  the  last  minute,  the  ministry 
decided  to  add  Profs.  Nissan 
Li  via  tan.  Michael  Bruno  and  Eitan 
Berg] ass  to  the  delegation. 

Both  Bruno  and  Livjatan  are 
advisers  to  the  Research  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Bank  of  Israel.  They 
have  expressed  their  support  for  a 
currency  reform  that  would  he  based 
on  a  semi-dollarization  of  the  eco¬ 
nomy. 

The  delegation  is  due  to  attend  the 
Israel-U.S.  Economic  Development 
Group  set  up  during  the  recent  visit 
by  Prime  Minister  Peres  to  Washing¬ 
ton.  The  delegation  is  expected  to 
raise  Israel's  request  additional  aid 
for  the  coming  two  years  in  the 
amount  of  Si  .5  billion  in  civilian  aid, 
and  possibly  S400  million  in  military 
assistance. 

Even  before  the  appointment  of 
the  economic  experts  was  made  offi¬ 
cial.  there  were  reports  that  during 
the  talks  the  delegation  was  to  raise 
the  possibility  of  implementing  a 
semi-dollarization  plan.  The 
appointment  of  Bruno  and  Liviatan 
is  apparently  confirmation  of  such 
reports. 

Finance  Minister  Moda'i  met 
yesterday  with  a  U.S.  senatorial  de¬ 
legation  headed  by  Robert  Kasten 
and  Daniel  Inouy’e  of  the  Senate 
Appropriations  Committee.  The 
senators  later  met  with  Economics 
Minister  Gad  Ya’acobi. 

According  to  the  Treasury,  the 
senators  stressed  that  as  supporters 
of  Israel  their  task  in  convincing 
their  colleagues  in  the  Senate  to 
extend  more  aid  would  be  made 
easier  if  there  were  signs  that  the 
government  has  taken  steps  to  cut  its 
budget  and  reduce  monetary  injec¬ 
tions. 

Cabinet  fails 
to  decide  on 
defence  outlays

The  cabinet  yesterday  failed  to 
reach  a  decision  on  the  size  of  the 
defence  budget  from  which  a  $100 
million  cut  is  to  be  made. 

The  cabinet  approved  the  $100m. 
cut  last  month,  after  adopting  a 
$300m.  reduction  in  defence  outlays 
in  September.  But  because  of  a  num¬ 
ber  of  accounting  problems,  the  De¬ 
fence  Ministry  and  the  Treasury 
have  been  unable  to  agree  on  the 
baseline  from  which  the  reductions 
should  be  made. 

The  Defence  Ministry  says  the 
post-cut  defence  budget  should  be 
$2.7  billion,  while  the  Treasury  in¬ 
sists  the  figure  should  be  $2.2b. 
Cabinet  secretary  Yosef  Beilin  said 
after  yesterday's  meeting  that  the 
ministerial  committee  responsible 
for  the  defence  budget  would  con¬ 
tinue  to  discuss  the  issue.

Thousands  mourn  Tora  scrolls

Thousands  of  mourners  yesterday 
wailed  as  the  remains  of  15  Tora 
scrolls  destroyed  in  a  fire  early  Fri¬ 
day  morning  were  carried  at  the 
head  of  a  funeral  procession  from 
the  Diaspora  Yeshiva  on  Mt.  Zion 
on  their  way  to  burial  on  the  Mount 
of  Olives. 

Earlier,  rabbis,  government 
ministers.  Knesset  members,  yeshi¬ 
va  students  and  other  mourners  lis¬ 
tened  to  the  traditional  El  Malei 
Rahamim  memorial  prayer,  whle 
members  of  the  burial  society  sifted, 
through  the  ashes  in  the  synagogue's 
blackened  ruins  for  last  specks  of  the 


the  scrolls.  The  participants  packed 
the  small  courtyard  outside  the  old 
domed  synagogue  and  stretched  out 
in  every  direction  on  Mt.  Zion. 

The  destroyed  scrolls  included 
several  saved  from  the  Nazis,  includ¬ 
ing  one  which  was  salvaged  from  the 
Warsaw  Ghetto  and  another  which  is 
said  to  have  been  written  by  the  13th 
century  sage.  Rabbi  Meir  Ben 
Baruch  of  Rothenberg.  Ironically, 
he  wrote  a  lament  following  the 
public  burning  of  the  Talmud  in 
Rothenberg,  which  is  traditionally 
recited  by  Ashkenazi  Jews  on  Tisha 
B'Av. 

With  arson  not  established  as  the 
cause  of  the  fire,  speakers  hesitated 


to  point  an  accusing  finger.  Jeru¬ 
salem  Mayor  Teddy  Kollek,  who 
donated  a  Tora  scroll  to  the  yeshiva 
to  replace  one  of  those  destroyed, 
stressed  that  one  cannot  judge  until 
one  knows  who  is  guilty.  We  are  all 
saddened,  including  the  non-Jews 
among  us.  Kollek  said. 

Ashkenazi  Chief  Rabbi  Avraham 
Shapiro  urged  those  present  to  ex¬ 
amine  their  souls  and  to  repent, 
stressing  that  whoever  was  specifi¬ 
cally  guilty  of  the  deed,  the  people  of 
Israel  had  brought  the  calamity  upon 
themselves  through  their  own  ini¬ 
quities.  The  enemies  of  Israel  are  the 
enemies  of  the  Almighty,  he  added.

Jumblatt  reportedly  agrees 
to  army  moving  south

Druse  leader  Walid  Jumblatt  has 
reportedly  agreed  to  the  deployment 
of  the  Lebanese  Army  along  the 
coastal  road  leading  from  Beirut  to 
the  Kharroub  region  just  north  of 
Israel's  present  line  along  the  Awali 
River. 

Under  a  revised  version  of  the 
original  Syrian-backed  deployment 
plan  worked  out  over  a  month  ago, 
Lebanese  Army  troops  would  stay 
close  to  the  coast  road  near  Beirut, 
leaving  the  Druse  in  control  of  the 
heights,  but  further  south  would  fan 
out  to  deploy  in  several  villages 
including  the  inland  Druse  town  of 
Shiheem. 

Details  of  the  new  plan,  apparent¬ 
ly  thrashed  out  in  intensive  consulta¬ 
tions  in  Damascus  last  week  between 
Jumblatt  and  Syrian  President  Hafez 
Assad,  were  attributed  in  agency 
reports  from  Beirut  yesterday  to 
unspecified  “political  sources.” 

The  sources  were  quoted  as  saying 
the  multi -sectarian  Array  Council  is 
expected  to  meet  today  to  set  a 
starting  date  for  a  move  into  the 
tense  Kharroub  region,  where  Druse 


and  Christian  militiamen  have  been 
fighting  for  over  a  month,  making 
implementation  of  the  earlier  plan 
impossible. 

If  the  reported  agreement  has  in 
.  fact  been  reached  -  and  it  is  clear 
that  Jumblatt  came  under  strong 
pressure  from  Assad  and  Syrian  Vice 
President  Abdul-Halim  Khaddam  in 
Damascus  last  week  -  the  main 
obstacle  will  have  been  removed  to 
the  deployment  of  the  Lebanese 
Army  as  far  south  as  the  Awali. 

Both  Damascus  and  President 
Amin  Jemayel's  administration  in 
Beirut  have  been  placing  great  im¬ 
portance  on  th'e  deployment  as  a 
means  of  buttressing  their  negotiat¬ 
ing  position  at  the  Nakoura  talks  by- 
demonstrating  that  the  Lebanese 
Army  is  in  a  position  to  take  control 
of  South  Lebanon  once  Israel  leaves 
-  something  Israel  has  expressed 
scepticism  about. 

Jumblatt  has  obstructed  imple¬ 
mentation  of  the  plan  for  fear  that 
the  deployment  of  the  Lebanese 
Army  would  neutralize  the  advan¬ 
tage  his  Druse  militiamen  enjoy  over 
their  Christian  rivals  south  of  Beirut.

UK  may  favour  Soviet  space  arms  view 


LONDON  l  Reuter).  -  Soviet  Polit¬ 
buro  member  Mikhail  Gorbachev 
met  Prime  Minister  Thatcher  yester¬ 
day  for  talks  at  which  he  was  ex¬ 
pected  to  urge  her  to  use  her  influ¬ 
ence  with  the  U.S.  to  press  for  a  ban 
on  space  weapons. 

As  their  discussions  got  under  way 
at  the  Premier's  countiy  residence. 
Chequers,  a  senior  British  govern¬ 
ment  official  indicated  that  London 
would  give  Gorbachev  a  sympathetic 


hearing  and  might  go  some  way  to 
agreeing  with  Moscow’s  views. 

Gorbachev,  no .2  in  the  Soviet 
hierarchy,  was  due  to  discuss  a  wide 
range  of  bilateral  and  East-West 
affairs  at  the  meeting,  but  both  Brit¬ 
ish  and  Russian  officials  said  they 
expected  space  aims  to  be  the  chief 
topic. 

Moscow  has  said  it  regards  this 
issue  as  the  main  item  on  the  agenda 
for  next  month's  U.S.-Soviet  arms 
talks  in  Geneva  and  made  clear  it 
wants  the  West  European  powers  to 
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urge  President  Reagan  to  abandon 
his  “Star  Wars"  defence  program¬ 
me. 

Thatcher  is  due  to  meet  Reagan  in 
Washington  later  this  week,  and 
British  officials  said  Gorbachev 
would  regard  yesterday's  meeting  as 
a  crucial  opportunity  to  encourage 
Britain's  misgivings  about  the  Presi¬ 
dent's  plans. 

In  a  television  interview  broadcast 
as  the  talks  started.  Foreign  Office 
Minister  of  State  Malcolm  Rifkind 
made  clear  that  Britain  opposes  the 
military  use  of  space  and  is  sym¬ 
pathetic  to  Moscow's  demands  for  a 
ban  on  cosmic  weapons  tests. 

“We  have  a  British  view  and  it  is  a 
British  view  we  are  going  to  pur 
forward.”  he  said.  “We  do  not  wish 
to  see  outer  space  being  used  to  pose 
a  further  threat  to  mankind.” 

Before  travelling  to  Chequers, 
Gorbachev  visited  the  headquarters 
of  the  John  Brown  engineering  com¬ 
pany  and  stressed  the  importance  of 
improving  bilateral  trade  ties. 

The  Politburo  member  spenr  two 
hours  with  company  officials,  discus¬ 
sing  in  detail  its  bid  for  a  $600- 
miilion  contract  to  build  a  plastics 
factory  in  southern  Russia.

Shamir  hurrying  back  over  crisis  ^ 

Levy  warns:  If  S 
leaves,  we  leave

The  Shas  faction's  letter  of 
resignation  which  Prime  Minis¬ 
ter  Peres  read  at  yesterday's 
cabinet  meeting  triggered  a  time 
bomb  that  could  blow  apart  the 
national  unity  coalition  if  it  is  not 
defused  by  tomorrow. 

Frantic  consultations  to  prevent 
Shas  from  quitting  the  coalition  took 
place  all  day  yesterday  after  Shas's 
guiding  Rabbinical  Council  rejected 
Peres's  midnight  appeal  to  prevail  on 
the  party  not  to  quit. 

Deputy  Prime  Minister  David 
Levy,  who  is  handling  the  crisis  in 
the  absence  of  Vice  Premier  Shamir, 
reiterated  the  Likud's  threat  to  fol¬ 
low  Shas  out  of  the  coalition.  Shamir 
is  understood  to  be  cutting  short  his 
official  visits  in  Latin  America  and 
hunying  home  today  because  of  the 
tense  situation. 

Mutual  accusations  were  hurled 
between  the  Likud  and  Alignment 
yesterday.  However,  Alignment 
ministers  did  not  seem  too  con¬ 
cerned  about  a  crisis,  noting  that  the 


Likud  knows  how  much  effort  the 
Alignment  put  into  the  negotiations 
with  Shas  and  bow  many  concessions 
it  obtained  in  the  ministry  dispute 
from  the  National  Religious  Party. 

Deputy  Knesset  speaker  Aharon 
Nahmias  (Labour)  said  the  crisis  can 
be  solved  immediately,  by  giving  the 
Interior  Ministry  to  the  NRP  and  the 
Religious  Affairs  Ministry  to  Shas. 

Minister  without  Portfolio  Yit¬ 
zhak  Peretz,  the  Shas  leader,  told 
reporters  that  the  resignation  of  his 
four-man  faction  could  be  averted 
only  if  the  party  is  given  one  “com¬ 
plete  portfolio,  either '  Interior  or 
Religious  Affairs.  '* 

Peretz's  emphasis  was  on  “  com¬ 
plete,"  because  apparently  Shas  now 
wants  no  deals  with  the  NRP  about 
transfer  of  functions  from  one  minis¬ 
try  to  another.  It  prefers,  or  says  it 
prefers,  to  have  one  of  the  two 
portfolios,  with  exactly  the  same 
scope  the  ministry  always  had. 

The  resignation  letter  was  Shas's 
third.  Resignation  of  a  minister 
takes  statutory  effect  48  hours  after 
it  is  submitted  to  the  cabinet  in 
writing. 

Political  circles  said  that  Levy, 
who  was  maneuvering  the  Likud  into 


a  corner  by  threatening  to  resign  if 
Shas  does,  is  exploiting  the  situation 
to  force  the  Likud  to  break  up  the 
coalition  and  thus  to  eliminate  Sha¬ 
mir's  chances  of  becoming  prime 
minister  when  Peres's  two  years  are 
up. 

Levy  said  yesterday,  after  meeting 
with  Shas,  that  Shas's  resignation 
will  jeopardize  the  partnership  be¬ 
tween  the  Likud  and  Labour  Party - 
“It's  no  secret  that  we  stand  by  our 
commitment  to  Shas.  This  is  not  a 
semantic  matter,  it  is  fundamental 
The  credibility  of  the  Likud,  its 
adherence  to  coalition  agreements 
and  its  loyalty  to  a  loyal  partner  is  at 
stake,”  Levy  said. 

Peretz  noted  that  Shas  is  not  de¬ 
manding  that  the  Likud  withdraw 
from  tire  coalition,  but  is  merely 
asking  to  preserve  its  own  right  to 
resign.  “I  explained  to  the  Likud 
that  Shas  deserves  a  complete  minis¬ 
try.  not  half  or  three  quarters  of  one. 
This  is  what  was  promised  us  in  the 
coalition  agreement.  Peres  and  Sha¬ 
mir  signed  a  cheque  and  now  they 
must  pay  up,”  he  said.

More  than  meets  the  eye  in  crisis

The  crisis  over  Shas  is  not  nearly 
as  petty  as  many  pundits  suggest. 

Premier  Peres  knew  what  he  was 
doing  when  he  derided  to  call  on 
Rabbi  Ovadia  Yosef  at  II  p.m.

Nor  were  the  Likud  ministers  in¬ 
sensitive  yesterday,  as  Health  Minis¬ 
ter  Mordechai  Gur  imputed,  when 
they  left  yesterday's  cabinet  debate 
on  defence  spending  to  caucus  with 
Rabbi  Yitzhak  Peretz.  the  Shas  lead¬ 
er.  " 


Both  Labour  and  Likud  know 
what  is  at  stake.  And  what  is  at  stake 
is  not  merely  the  integrity  of  the 
national  unity  coalition. 

The  issue  is  the  struggle  for  the 
centre.  The  historic  battle  between 
the  two  major-political  movements 
for  what  in  other  countries,  with 
other  systems,  are  called  the  “float¬ 
ing  votes,”  and  in  our  country  might 
be  called  the  “floating  parties.'’ 

The  left-liberals  who  fault  Peres 
for  praying  at  the  Western  Wall,  for 
eating, kosher  in  Paris,  forholi 
“rideprhal  meetings  with  rabbis  dl 


not  tike  it,  but  even  they  recognize 
that  the  “floating  parties”  are  the 
religious  parties.  Time  and  again  the 
cruel  electoral  arithmetic  has  proved 
that  without  their  fickle  and  frustrat¬ 
ing  alliance,  no  stable  government  is 
possible. 

Former  prime  minister 
Menachem  Begin  is  not  Orthodox, 
but  he  had  no  trouble  recognizing 
this  reality. 

In  1977  he  won  the  battle  outright, 
and  again  in  1981.  The  religious  bloc 
was  swept  into  the  “national  camp.” 
One  of  his  most  acute  and  penetrat¬ 
ing  disciples,  Dan  MeridbrMK,  con¬ 
siders  this  the  master’s  greatest  poli¬ 
tical  achievement. 

Of  course  there  were  other  factors 
which  aided  him  in  his  victory.  But 
the  fact  remains  that  Begin’s  success¬ 
ful  wooing  of  the  National  Religious 
Party,  Agudat  Yisrael,  and  Poalei 
Agudat  Yisrael  enabled  him  to  cas¬ 
trate  the  Democratic  Movement  for 
Change  under  Yigael  Yadin  be¬ 
tween  1977  and  1981.  and  to  return 
!'  to  power  comfortably  in  1981  -  even

Histadrut  would  accept 
higher  subsidized  prices

TEL  AVIV.  -  The  Histadrut  yester¬ 
day  indicated  it  would  accept  some 
increases  in  the  prices  of  subsidized 
commodities  even  betorc  the  current 
wage-price  freeze  agreement  ends. 

Histadrut  Secretary-Genera!  Yis- 
rael  Kcssar  maintained,  however, 
that  such  increases  should  be  made 
only  in  January,  the  last  month  of  the 
economic  package  deal. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Histadrut 
Central  Committee  yesterday,  the 
labour  federation's  top  forum  de¬ 
cided  to  seek  from  the  government 
“talks  on  ways  to  extend  the  package 
deal.’’ 

A  Histadrut  press  release  quoted 
Kessar  as  telling  the  central  commit¬ 
tee:  “In  the  overall  context  of  these 
debates,  in  the  period  of  transition 
and  connection  between  the  present 
accord  and  the  new  one  the  Histad¬ 


rut  will  even  be  ready  to  make  a 
gesture  to  the  government  and  agree 
on  some  changes  of  distortions  cre¬ 
ated  in  the  system  of  subsidies." 

An  aide  to  Kesar  later  said  he 
expected  Histadrut  consent  to  rais¬ 
ing  the  price  of  fuel  for  private  cars, 
for  example. 

In  the  central  committee  debate. 
Yitzhak  Barkat  of  the  Independent 
Liberal  Party  and  Yigal  Bin-Nun  of 
Shinui  explicitly  supported  hiking 
the  prices  of  subsidized  goods. 

Leu  Levavi  adds: 

The  stability  and  public  confi¬ 
dence  engendered  by  the  economic 
package  deal  are  being  endangered 
by  the  talk  of  reduced  subsidies, 
Nahum  Fassa,  a  member  of  the  HLs- 
tadrut  Central  Committee  and  head 
of  the  Histadrut’s  Education  and 
Culture  Department,  said  at  a  Tel 
Aviv  press  conference. 


Nissim  to  deliver  opinion 
on  Sharon’s  sojourn  in  U.S.

Justice  Minister  Moshe  Nissim  is 
to  submit  a  reasoned  opinion  soon  to 
the  cabinet  regarding  the  slay  of 
Industry  and  Trade  Minister  Ariel

Prime  Minister  Peres  announced 
this  at  yesterday's  cabinet  session 
after  a  question  by  Communications 
Minister  Amnon  Rubinstein. 

Peres  said  that  a  cabinet  minister 
is  entitled  to  sue  others  for  libel:  that 
another  minister  had  been  duly 
appointed  to  replace  Sharon  during 
his  absence:  and  that  upon  his  return 
Sharon  would  be  asked  to  explain 
which  of  his  expenses  were  gener¬ 


ated  in  his  capacity  as  minister,  and 
which  for  the  purpose  of  his  libel  suit 
against  Time  magazine. 

Rubinstein  said  there  had  been  a 
justified  public  outcry  because  of  the 
inordinate  length  of  time  Sharon  is 
spending  abroad.  Sharon's  absence 
is  felt  because  he  is  in  charge  of  a 
crucial  ministry.  Rubinstein  added. 

Peres  said  that  he  trusts  all  the 
ministers  as  a  matter  of  course,  and 
he  would  not  turn  himself  into  their 
overseer. 

Nissim  said  Sharon's  absence  had 
not  impaired  to  work  of  the  latter's 
ministry. 

Nissim  is  Sharon's  replacement. 


Sharon  vows  to  continue  libel  suit 


NEW  YORK  IJTAJ.  -  Ariel  Shar¬ 
on,  writing  on  the  op-ed  page  of  The 
Mew  York  Times  Sunday,  vowed  to 
continue  his  libel  case  against  Time 
magazine  because  the  alternative  “is 
to  let  them  get  away  with  murder." 

Sharon  was  replying  to  critics  who 
argue  that  libel  actions  such  as  his 
have  a  "chilling  effect”  on  the  First 
Amendment  freedom  of  speech 
clause. 

The  minister-wiihout-portfolio, 
insisting  that  the  Tune  article  charg¬ 
ing  he  approved  the  massacres  in 
Sabra  and  Shatilla  “was  a  blood  libel 
and  there  is  nothing  worse."  accused 
the  magazine,  in  effect,  of  anti- 
Semitism. 


Sharon  wrote  that  Time  was  not 
simply  calling  him  a  murderer,  but 
that  the  objects  of  its  malice  were  the 
Jews  and  the  Israeli  people. 

“They  sought  and  still  seek  to 
blacken  the  name  of  (he  Jew  and  the 
Israeli  state  and  it  is  not  a  new  thing 
for  Tune.  It  is  an  old  desire.  Were  I 
to  walk  away  from  this.  I  would  be 
allowing  this  blood  libel  to  spread 
like  a  cancer.  This  is  intolerable,  it  is 
no  option  at  all.  So  I  chose  to  come 
to  an  honourable  court  to  legally 
restore  my  honour  and  the  honour  of 
my  people.”  Sharon  wrote. 

He  added:  “And  for  this,  too ,  I  am 
pilloried."

Leftists  to  rally  for  Darousha 
when  Herat  pickets  Iksal

Mapam's  Young  Guard  and  Peace 
Now  activists  intend  to  demonstrate 
tomorrow  opposite  the  Herat  Young 
Guard  outside  Iksal,  the  home  vil¬ 
lage  in  Galilee  of  Labour  Knesset 
Member  Abdel  Wahab  Darousha. 
The  planned  Herat  Young  Guard 
demonstration  is  against  Darousha's 
attempt  to  speak  at  the  Palestinian 
National  Council  at  the  end  of 
November. 

The  Herat  group  decided  to  de¬ 
monstrate  outside  the  village  instead 
of  in  it  at  the  request  of  Police 
Minister  Haim  Bar-Lev.  Labour 
Secretary  Uzi  Baram  yesterday 
asked  Bar-Lev  to  prevent  the  de¬ 
monstration.  saying  it  could  lead  to 
bloodshed. 

Citizens  Rights  Movement  MKs 
Shulamit  Aloni  and  Yossi  Sand 
meanwhile  called  on  fellow  MKs  to 
"stop  the  hysteria"  sunounding  the 
young  Herat  members'  demonstra¬ 
tion.  But  Sarid  and  Aloni  said  that 
the  group's  right  to  demonstrate 
must  be  preserved,  because  that 
could  encourage  interference  with 
the  rights  of  other  groups  to  demons¬ 
trate. 


Reports  of  the  planned  demon¬ 
stration  aroused  a  storm  in  Iksal, 
whose  residents  declared  they  would 
hold  a  general  strike  tomorrow  if  the 
demonstration  takes  place.  Village 
elders  fear  clashes  between  the  de¬ 
monstrators  and  residents. 

Village  Council  Head  Salah 
Darousha  sent  telegrams  to  the 
police  minister  and  the  prime  minis¬ 
ter  warning  of  violence  between  the 
residents  and  demonstators. 
“Darousha  was  not  sent  to  the  Knes¬ 
set  by  the  village  but  by  the  Labour 
Party.”  the  council  head  said.  “If 
they  want  to  demonstrate  against 
him.  let  them  do  it  in  the  Knesset  and 
not  here  in  the  village.” 

The  Herat  demonstrators  intend 
to  give  Darousha  a  suitcase,  a  visa  to 
Jordan  and  a  copy  of  the  Palestinian 
Manifesto. 

Mapam's  Young  Guard  yesterday 
announced  that  the  demonstration 
outside  Iksal  would  be  a  provocation 
and  an  attempt  to  sabotage  the 
search  for  peace  and  understanding 
between  Jews  and  Arabs.  Peace 
Now  members  will  demonstrate  for 
Darousha's  right  to  act  for  peace  in 
the  Middle  East 


Murphy  meets  with  Hussein, 
may  return  to  Israel  today 


MMAN  (AP).  -  U.S.  Assistant 
cretary  of  State  Richard  Murphy 
;t  King  Hussein  and  other  Jorda- 
an  officials  yesterday  to  discuss  the 
iddle  East  situation,  especially 
rforts  under  way  to  end  Israel's 
ccupation  of  South  Lebanon. 

The  king  and  the  envoy  had  a 
racking  lunch  at  the  royal  Bassman 
*alace.  Murphy,  who  has  been  shut¬ 
ting  in  Middle  East  capitals  for  more 
Jhan  -*  week,  flew  here  from  Cairo, 
where  he  met  on  Saturday  with 
Egyptian  President  Hosni  Mubarak. 

Little  information  on  Murphy's 
talks  was  released.  Both  Jordanian 
and  U.S.  officials  here  said  all  re¬ 
gional  issues  were  reviewed, 
although  Murphy  was  concentrating 
on  the  slow-moving,  Israeli- 
Lebanese  negotiations  aimed  at  en¬ 
ding  Israel’s  30-month-old  occupa¬ 
tion  of  Southern  Lebanon. 

Jordanian  Foreign  Minister  Taher 
Masri.  who  met  with  Murphy  before 
the  luncheon,  said  the  envoy  briefed 


him  on  the  progress  of  the  talks. 

The  official  Jordanian  new  agency 
Petra  said  Masri  renewed  his  appeal 
to  the  U.S.  to  drop  its  opposition  to  a 
broad-based  Middle  East  peace  con¬ 
ference. 

Hussein  has  been  campaigning  for 
the  oonvening  of  an  international 
conference  in  which  tbe  Palestine 
Liberation  Organization,  Israel, 
other  concerned  Middle  East  coun¬ 
tries  and  the  permanent  member 
nations  of  the  UN  Security  Council 
would  participate  “on  equal  foot¬ 
ing.” 

Following  his  meeting  with 
Mubarak  in  Cairo  on  Saturday,  Mur¬ 
phy  told  reporters:  "We  don’t  think 
it  (such  a  conference)  is  a  setting  that 
will  be  useful  for  advancing  con¬ 
structive  changes." 

Sources  in  Amman  said  Murphy 
would  probably  end  his  visit  to  Am¬ 
man  this  morning  and  fly  to  Israel  for 
a  second  visit  within  a  week.

Porush  in  a  choked  voice,  that  the 
Tora  scrolls  which  we  thought  had 
found  refuge  in  Zion  would  be 
burned,  here,  on  Mt.  Zion?  Heaven 
forbid  that  it  could  have  been  a  Jew 
who  had  committed  this  criminal  act, 
be  said. 

As  the  crowd  crushed  forward,  the 
remains  of  tbe  scrolls  were  carried 
l  out.  Yeshiva  students  fought  to  kiss 
die  clay  jars  in  which  the  remnants  of 
the  scrolls  were  to  be  buried. 

Two  Kach  activists  tried  to  display 
placards,  but  Diaspora  Yeshiva "s 
Rabbi  Moidecbai  Goldstein  called 
on  them  not  to  make  political  profit 
from  the  tragedy.  A  shouting  match 
developed  between  them. 

From  the  synagogue,  which  is  part 
of  the  Chamber  of  the  Holocaust 
complex,  tbe  funeral  procession 
made  its  way  on  foot  to  the  Dung 
Gate  ontside  the  Western  Wall. 
From  there,  buses  took  the  partici¬ 
pants  to  the  Ml  of  Olives  where  the 
burial  took  place  in  a  special  section 
reserved  for  holy  books. 


Weizman:  Shamir

Weizman,  who  was  speaking  in  an 
interview  with  Kol  Yisrael  radio, 
said  he  sees  Egypt  as  the  central 
influence  in  the  Middle  East  and  that 
he  does  not  believe  any  dialogue 
between  Jordan  and  Israel  is  possi¬ 
ble  before  there  is  a  thaw  in  Israel’s 
relations  with  Egypt.  He  added  that 
Egyptian  President  Hosni  Mubarak 
.sees  jthe  PLO  as  an  important  side  in 
‘the  conflict. 

“Why  shouldn’t  we  initiate  some 
steps,  and  then  go  full  force  for  a 
breakthrough,  rather  than  sit  in 
place  priving  nothing  can  be  done?” 
Weizman  asked-  He  said  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  peace  moves  would  test 
the  unity  government,  and  that  “if 
they  manage  to  bridge  their  differ¬ 
ences,  that’s  fine,  and  if  not,  their 
ways  would  probably  part." 

On  Lebanon  Weizman  said  that  if 
an  agreement  is  not  reached  soon  he 
would  support  a  unilateral  with¬ 
drawal  to  the  Zaharani,  the  Litaui. 
or  perhaps  as  fax  a  back  as  the 
international  border.

The  cabinet  yesterday  endorsed  a 
proposed  amendment  to  the  Nation¬ 
al  Insurance  Institute  Law  which  is 
designed  to  protect  the  benefits  of 
the  neediest  Nil  beneficiaries  from 
inflation  for  one  year.  The  amend¬ 
ment  is  to  get  its  first  reading  in  the 
Knesset  next  week. 

Nil  Director-General  Nissim 
Baruch  told  The  Jerusalem  Post  that 
he  is  pleased  (he  Treasury  and  the 
Nil  had  reached  agreement  after  a 
month  of  negotiations. 

The  amendment  -  which  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  passed  quickly  -  would 
provide  full  linkage  for  the  stipends 
whichare  the  sole  income  of 235,000 
elderly  pensioners,  widows  and  dis¬ 
abled  persons.  These  benefits  would 


be  automatically  linked  to  the  cost- 
of-living  increments  paid  to  wage- 
earners. 

Furthermore,  the  amended  law 
would  guarantee  that  the  base  for 
calculating  the  benefits  -  a  three- 
month  average  wage  determined  by 
the  Central  Bureau  of  Statistics  - 
would  not  be  allowed  to  drop  below 
the  level  of  the  previous  month.  In 
effect,  this  would  raise  the  base  to 
include  the  latest  calculable  C-o-L 
increment. 

With  regard  to  this  monrb’s  be¬ 
nefits,  the  ministers  decided  to  apply 
the  same  temporary  arrangement  in 
effect  during  the  emergency  August- 
th  rough -October  regulations.  This 
affords  Nil  beneficiaries  almost  the 
same  amount  of  benefits  they  will 
receive  when  the  amendment  be¬ 
comes  law.

Scores  of  policemen,  automobile- 
licensing  inspectors  and  hundreds  of 
volunteers  fanned  out  yesterday  to 
all  parts  of  .  the  country  to  begin  the 
drive.  Twenty  police  teams  and  two 
inspection  vans  operated  by  the 
Road  Safety  Administration  are  to 
make  spot  checks  of  car  and  lorry 
tires  on  roads  throughout  the  coun¬ 
try;  vehicles  with  faulty  tires  will  be 
ordered  off  the  roads  immediately, 
and  their  owners  fined. 

As  part  of  the  campaign,  300  tire 
shops  have  began  a  free-inspection 
scheme  under  which  no  labour 
charges  will  be  added  for  replacing 
tires. 


Month-long  drive  for 
Soviet  Jewry  begins 

TEL  AVIV  (Itim!.  -  A  month-long 
campaign  of  identification  with 
Soviet  Jews  and  Prisoners  of  Zion 
opened  here  last  night  with  a  rally  in 
Dizengoff  Circle. 

Hundreds  of  demonstrators,  in¬ 
cluding  dozens  of  former  Prisoners 
of  Zion,  beard  speakers  demand  that 
the  Soviet  Union  allow  more  aliya. 

Prime  Minister  Peres  also  voiced 
solidarity  with  Soviet  Jews  denied 
permission  to  emigrate  to  Israel. 

At  yesterday's  weekly  cabinet  ses¬ 
sion.  Peres  mentioned  a  long  list  of 
Prisoners  of  Zion,  including  Anatoly 
Shcharansky,  Yosef  Begun,  Vladi¬ 
mir  Slepak,  Ida  Nudel  and  others. 

The  Chief  Rabbinical  Council  has 
declared  today  a  day  of  prayer  and 
study  on  behalf  of  Soviet  Jewry.  A 
special  prayer  assembly  is  to  be  held 
at  4  p.m.  at  the  Western  Wall  with 
tbe  participation  of  the  chief  rabbis. 

At  the  end  of  the  rally  Knesset 
Member  Meir  Kahane  (Kach)  grab¬ 
bed  the  microphone  out  of  the  hands 
of  Yehezkel  Polorevitcb,  a  former 
prisoner  of  Zion  who  was  chairing 
the  event,  and  began  to  speak,  but . 
was  stopped  by  one  of  the  persons 
present. 


UN  man  held 
briefly  in 
TNT  incident 

Jerusalem  Post  Staff 
METULLA.  -  A  Unifil  demolition 
expert  was  detained  briefly  yester¬ 
day  after  four  bricks  of  TNT  were 
found  in  his  car  as  be  crossed  from 
Lebanon  into  Israel. 

The  officer,  who  is  known  to  the 
IDF,  was  released  after  he  explained 
that  the  explosives,  which  were  not 
hidden,  were  in  his  car  by  mistake. 

A  Unifil  spokesman  said  last  night 
that  the  explosives  expert,  a  lieute¬ 
nant  of  the  Furnish  contingent,  was 
completely  exonerated.  The  man, 
who  makes  regular  use  of  explosives 
to  detonate  dnster  bombs  found  in 
South  Lebanon,  told  the  IDF  that 
while  he  should  not  have  brought  tbe 
explosives  across  the  border,  they 
were  lying  on  the  floor  of  the  car  and 
he  bad  overlooked  them. 

The  spokesman  said  that  the 
lieutenant  had  crossed  the  border  at 
Metulla  in  a  Unifil  convoy.  The 
vehicles  had  stopped  for  a  routine 
check  by  Israeli  security  and  the 
lieutenant  had  gone  to  Tiberias  to 
meet  his  wife,  leaving  his  driver  with 
the  car.  When  the  explosives  were 
discovered,  he  was  called  back  and 
he  returned  immediately.  Following 
his  explanation,  the  IDF  considered 
the  matter  closed  and  tbe  man  went 
back  to  Tiberias.

BEERSHEBA.  -  The  government 
has  failed  to  provide  the  same  de¬ 
velopment  subsidies  to  the  Dew  Be¬ 
duin  towns  of  Arouar  and  Kuseifa  as 
it  has  to  their  Jewish  neighbours 
Arad  and  Dimona-  even  though  the 
Beduin  towns  meet  the  same  criteria 
for  subsidies,  says  Hezi  Yehezkeli, 
local  head  of  the  agency  charged 
with  settling  Beduin  in  the  towns. 


Yehezkeli  adds  that  Beduin  are 
asked  to  pay  the  full  price  for  shop 
space  in  the  projected  small  industry 
complex  in  Arouar.  Industries  locat¬ 
ing  in  the  nearby  Jewish  towns  pay 
reduced  rates  for  space  -  a  subsidy 
given  because  the  towns  are  located 
far  from  the  country's  centre. 


The  6.000  Beduin  of  Tel  Malhata 
were  evactuated  to  Arouar  and 
Kuseifa  over  a  year  ago  to  make  way 
for  the  new  Nevatira  Air  Force  base 
40  kilometres  east  of  Beersheba,  but 
the  infrastructure  in  Kuseifa  has  still 
not  been  readied  for  an  industrial 


zone. 

Yehezkeli  said  that  the  Beduin 
have  little  money  and  resent  the 
apparent  discrimination.  “  We  sent 
letters  to  and  called  the  Housing 
Ministry  and  the  Israel  Land  Admi¬ 
nistration  in  May.  and  still  have  no 
reply,”  he  said. 


Gideon  Gordon,  the  local  director 
of  the  Housing  Ministry,  told  The 
Jerusalem  Post  that  “it’s  a  mistake  to 
mix' things  that  don't  go  together. 
The  conditions  and  criteria  for  the 
Beduin  and  Jewish  populations  are 
different,  for  better  or  for  worse." 
He  noted  rhat  in  Kuseifa  and 
Arouar.  any  Beduin  can  Teccive  a  75 
per  cent  subsidy  in  buying  a  de¬ 
veloped  dunam  of  land,  and  that  no 
Jew  gets  this  deal. 

“We  still  have  not  finalized  the 
conditions  of  sale  of  space  and  struc¬ 
tures  for  the  small  industry  area  in 
Arouar.  it  will  only  be  ready  in  a 
month  or  so,  so  there  is  really  no 
information  and  any  criticism  is  pre¬ 
mature  and  unfounded."  he  said. 

Gordon  also  rejects  the  charge  by 
the  Civil  Rights  Association  that  the 
towns  were  built  to  provide  cheap 
labour  for  Jewish  industry  rather 
than  to  promote  Beduin  economic 
independence. 

He  said  it  is  uneconomical  to  build 
small  local  factories  rather  than  large 
regional  ones  -  a  mistake  for  which 
many  development  towns  are  now 
paying.  Locally,  he  said,  only  service 
industries  such  as  carpentry  shops 
and  garages  should  be  set  up" 

The  industrial  zone  in  Arouar  is 
200  dunams,  of  which  nearly  50  have 
already  been  equipped  with  water 
and  sewage  lines  and  roads.

Unpaid  bills  may  ‘paralyze* 
government-owned  hospitals 


Abie  Nathan  lands  in  Ethiopia 
with  planeload  of  supplies

Government-owned  hospitals 
may  soon  be  “paralyzed”  if  they  do 
not  pay  at  least  IS700  million  owed 
to  contractors  and  suppliers. 


ADDIS  ABABA.  Ethiopia  (AP).  - 
Peace  crusader  Abie  Nathan  arrived 
in  this  famine-struck  African  coun¬ 
try  yesterday  with  a  planeload  of 
relief  supplies  donated  by  the  world 
Jewish  community. 

“There's  no  government  assist¬ 
ance  in  this  whole  project.”  the 
57-year-old  Nathan  stressed. 
Ethiopia,  like  most  black  African 
states,  broke  diplomatic  ties  with 
Israel  following  the  1973  war. 

“It  is  strictly  a  project  of  the 
Jewish  people  around  the  whole  -  a 
Jewish  effort  from  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  all  the  way  down  to  Austra¬ 
lia.”  he  told  an  impromptu  news 
conference. 

of  the  $300,000  shipment  he 


shepherded  yesterday.  Nathan  said: 
“We  brought  equipment  to  set  up  a 
complete  refugee  camp  for  8.000 
people.  It  includes  hospital  tents, 
kitchen  tents,  kitchen  equipment, 
two  generators,  over  600  family  tents 
for  12  people  in  each  -  mattresses, 
cots. 

“We  want  to  make  it  a  humane 
place,”  he  went  on.  “also  electric 
poles  with  lighis  like  a  little  town." 

Nathan  said  he  envisages  camps  , 
sheltering  100,000  refugees. 

Nathan  first  went  to  Ethiopia  in  , 
early  November  to  survey  the  needs 
of  the  famine  victims  and  then  re¬ 
turned  to  Israel  to  launch  a  fundrais¬ 
ing  drive.  He  said  the  response  to  his 
campaign  was  lightning  fast. 


Business  managers  of  more  than  a 
dozen  hospitals  met  over  the  week¬ 
end  with  Treasury  representatives 
and  Health  Ministry  officials  in  an 
effort  to  find  a  solution  to  the  finan¬ 
cial  problem. 

•  Representatives  of  the  hospitals, 
including  large  general  hospitals  like 
Poriyah.  Assaf  Harofeh,  Rebecca 
Sieff  (Safad).  and  smaller  special¬ 
ized  units  caring  for  psychiatric  pa¬ 
tients  and  tiie  chronically  ill.  say  that 
if  they  do  not  pay  these  debts,  the 
contractors  and  suppliers  will  stop 
providing  services  to  the  hospitals. 


The  Health  Ministry  dipped  into 
its  emergency  fund  last  week  to  pay 
electricity  bills  amounting  to  more 
than  IS  10m.  for  Wolfson  Hospital  in 
Tel  Giborim.  where  there  was  the 
possibility  the  Israel  Electric  Cor¬ 
poration  would  cut  off  electricity. 


Army  Radio  news  service  on  the  block

TEL  AVIV.  -  The  military'  spokes¬ 
man  yesterday  confirmed  that  the 
news  department  in  the  army  radio 
station  may  be  eliminated  as  part  of 
the  budgetary  cuts. 

Galei  Zahal  workers  said  yester¬ 
day  that  eliminating  the  news  de¬ 
partment  will  not  save  any  money, 
because  most  of  the  station  workers 
are  soldiers  nor  paid  for  their  work. 
The  few  civilian  workers  in  the  news 
department  also  hold  other  positions 
in  the  station  so  they  will  not  be 
dismissed,  it  was  said. 

The  station's  news  bulletins  and 


news  “flashes"  during  the  day  are 
reported  to  be  among  the  most 
popular  programmes  in  Israel,  and 
compete  successfully  with  the  Israel* 
Broadcasting  Authority. 

Gaiei  Zahal  commander  Aluf- 
Mishne  Ron  Ben-Yishai  declined  to 
comment  yesterday. 

Nobody  seemed  to  know  why  the 
news  department  faces  closure.  But 
according  to  one  report .  it  is  a  way  of 
demonstrating  to  the  entire  country 
that  the  IDF  is  cutting  down  due  to 
pressures  on  the  Defence  Ministry  to 
Teduce  its  budget,  without  really 
cutting  at  all. 

Knesset  member  Mordeehai  Vir- 


sbubski  (Sbinui)  sent  a  telegram  to 
defence  minister  Rabin  urging- him. 
to  prevdnt  the  closuceJof  the  denart 
ment.  ’ 

Virshubski  said  the  issue  is  not  an 
internal  military  matter,  but  has 
public  implications.  A  democratic 
society  must  preserve  more  than  one 
source  of  news,  and  Galei  Zahal  is 
known  for  the  credibility  of  its  news, 
Virshubski  said.

ArbeM  berates  Treasury 
on  handicapped

Deputy  Health  Minister  Shoshana 
Arbeli-Almoslino  yesterday  criti¬ 
cized  the  Treasury  for  a  recent  deci¬ 
sion  not  to  continue  paying  90  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  special  equipment 
for  the  handicapped. 

Speaking  to  representatives  of 
several  societies  for  the  handicap¬ 
ped.  Arbeli-Almoslino  said  that 
although  the  Health  Ministry  “is 
deeply  distressed  by  this,  and  1  per¬ 
sonally  cannot  sleep  because  of  it, 
the  Treasury  seems  indifferent  to  the 
plight  of  the  handicapped." 

.Arbeli-Almoslino  said  that  be¬ 
cause  of  the  new  -ruling,  brought 
about  by  budget  cuts,  “countless 
children  who  need  hearing  aids  wfll 
not  be  able  to  go  to  school,  and 
amputees  and  paralyzed  persons  will 
have  to  remain  in  bed  for  lack  of 
wheelchairs.”

Services  for  which  large  suras  are 
owed  include  laundry,  technical 
maintenance  of  air  conditioners, 
heating  units  and  X-ray  and  surgical 
equipment.  Supplies  for  which  the 
hospitals  are  in  debt  include  electric¬ 
ity.  drugs,  food,  fuel  and  disposable 
equipment. 

One  administrator  said  that  the 
hospitals  at  the  moment  are  manag¬ 
ing  to  pay  salaries  and  not  always 
even  that.  “If  we  don’t  pay  our  bills, 
we  face  a  possible  paralysis  of  the 
whole  system,”  be  declared. 

Last  night  Health  Minister  Mor- 
deebai  Gur  managed  to  get  a  transfer 
of  funds  to  several  major  hospitals 
where  employees  who  were  to  have 
received  their  salaries  last  week  had 
not  yet  been  paid,  thus  averting  a 
major  hospital  strike. 

The  health  ministry  spokesman 
declined\o  give  details  as  to  the  total 
indebtedness  of  the  hospitals  but 
said  that  the  “situation  is  serious, 
even  more  than  people  imagine.” 

Health  Ministry  officials  are  to 
continue  discussions  on  the  situation 
with  the  Treasury  today.

HAIFA.  -  Management  consultant 
Dov  Roth  yesterday  branded  the 
report  by  the  Industry  and  Trade 
Ministry’s  inquiry  team  into  the 
bankrupt  Ata  textile  firm  as  “super¬ 
ficial  and  unprofessional.” 

“I  would  not  advise  a  prospective 
purchaser  or  any  other  interested 
party  to  lake  over  Ata  on  the  sole 
basis  of  this  report,"  Roth  told  a 
press  conference. 

He  charged  that  the  report  had 
been  based  only  on  the  evidence  of 
financial  consultants,  and  had 
ignored  such  factors  as  marketing 
and  engineering. 

Roth,  general  manager  of  Ainit 
management  consultants  firm .  main¬ 
tained  that  the  team  beaded  by 
Yehuda  Gil  had  shown  lack  of  re¬ 
sponsibility  in  taking  on  the  task  of 
investigating  Ala’s  plight  and  prop¬ 
osing  a  recovery  plan  while  lacking 
the  necessary  professional  expertise. 
“A  survey  aimed  at  saving  a  com¬ 
pany  like  Ata  with  2.602  employees, 
which  had  to  be  prepared  in  two 
short  weeks  is  obviously  superfi¬ 
cial.”  he  said. 

The  team  had  recommended  staff 
dismissals  in  various  departments, 
but  no  overall  reorganizations!  plan. 
The  findings  also  had  not  taken  into 
account  Ata's  market  potential, 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  he  said. 

He  said  the  report  did  not  make 
Ata  an  attractive  proposition  for  a 
potential  purchaser,  although  the 
picture  may  not  be  as  black  as  had 
been  painted. 

Roth  said  he  has  established  his 
own  team  of  business  and  financial 


experts  to  investigate  Ata's  opera¬ 
tions  free  of  charge. 

Apart  from  the  resources  of  his 
own  firm.  Roth  said  he  had  enlisted 
the  support  of  Prof.  Dov  Peckelman . 
a  marketing  expert  from  Tel  Aviv 
University;  Prof.  Itzhak  Ben* 
Ephraim.  an  industrial  engineering 
management  expert  of  Ben-Gurion 
University,  and  Ze'ev  Broshi.  senior 
lecturer  at  the  Shenkar  Textiles  In¬ 
stitute. 

The  Haifa  Labour  Council  has 
already  given  its  support  for  a  new 
survey,  and  Roth  hopes  to  win  the 
approval  of  Ata’s  receivers. 

Roth  believes  that  with  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  receivers,  the  Haifa  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  will  extend  the  deadline 
for  Ata's  closure  scheduled  for  De¬ 
cember  31.  to  allow  his  team  to 
complete  this  task. 

Ata  employees  and  their  families, 
along  with  Haifa  workers,  plan  a 
mass  rally  outside  Kiryat  Ata's  town 
hall  tomorrow  to  protest  against  the 
threatened  closure  of  the  firm. 

On  Thursday  five  bus  loads  of 
employees  will  travel  to  Tel  Aviv  to 
demonstrate  outside  Beit  Asia,  the 
headquarters  of  the  Eisenberg 
Group.  Ata’s  main  shareholders. 
This  will  be  followed  on  Sunday  by 
ademonstration  outside  government 
offices  in  Jerusalem.  Some  em¬ 
ployees  also  plan  a  hunger  strike. 

The  campaign  was  derided  at  a 
meeting  of  Haifa  works  committee 
representatives  last  week. 

The  Histadrut  said  yesterday  it 
would  provide  the  know-how  to  help 
Ata  recover  on  condition  that  the 
government  provides  “the  other 
means”  required. 


Bezek  to  ease 
restoring 
phone  service

Phone  owners  who  have  had  ser¬ 
vice  cut  off  or  who  have  been  warned 
it  will  be  cut  off  because  of  unpaid 
bills  will  soon  be  able  to  call  Bezek  - 
rather  than  having  to  bring  docu¬ 
ments  to  the  office  -  to  put  things 
right  again. 

Bezek.  the  public  telecommunica¬ 
tions  company,  is  instituting  this  "re¬ 
volution"  as  an  experiment,  follow¬ 
ing  complaints  over  the  cutting  of 
thousand  of  phone  lines  in  recent 
months  for  non-payment  of  bilk.  If  a 
customer  gets  a  warning,  or  if  his 
phone  is  cut  off.  all  he  will  have  to  do 
is  pay  up  and  call  Bezek.  A  clerk  u  ill 
ask  him  where  and  when  he  paid  the 
debt,  and  service  will  be  restored  (or 
not  cut  off)  immediately.  The  cus¬ 
tomer  must  then  send  the  stamped 
receipt,  or  a  copy  of  it.  to  Bezek. 


Bezek  say's  it  has  added  staffers 
specifically  to  accept  such  calls  from 
customer.  In  addition,  it  has  man¬ 
aged  lo  locate  extra  phone  lines  to 
make  reaching  Bezek  less  of  a  chal¬ 
lenge. 


Another  development  is  the  open¬ 
ing  of  Bezek  offices  at  hours  more 
convenient  for  working  people.  The 
offices  will  be  open  from  4  p.m.  to 
6.30  p.m.  on  Sundays  and  Thurs¬ 
days.  in  addition  to  between  8.30 
a.m.  and  12.30  p.m.  every  day 
but  Thursdav. 


Austrian  Airlines  raps  El  Al’s  low  fares 


Communist  youfli  from 
Cuba  due  here  today

TEL  AVTV.  -  A  senior  Austrian 
Airlines  official  indicated  yesterday 
that  El  AI  had  forced  his  company  to 
reduce  fares  here,  but  said  it  would 
not  maintain  the  low  price  for  long. 

Herbert  Bammer,  deputy 
director-general  for  commerce,  was 
speaking  at  a  press  conference  mark¬ 
ing  the  opening  of  the  airline's  new 
offices  on  Rehov  Ben  Yehuda. 

“I  hope  they  had  a  good  reason” 
to  offer  the  low  fare,  be  said  alluding 
to  the  $279  price.  “We  were  quite 
reluctant  to  follow  El  AI.” 

Bammer  said  Austrian  Airlines 
could  have  forced  El  AJ  to  set  a 
higher  minimum  fare  for  flights  to 
Vienna  since  these  require  a  bilater¬ 
al  agreement.  However,  the  airlines 


realized  that  if  it  were  much  cheaper 
to  fly  to  Zurich  or  Munich,  people 
would  fly  there  and  continue  to  Au¬ 
stria  by  car  or  train  and  the  airlines 
would  then  lose  customers,  he  said. 


In  addition,  all  of  Bezek  s  service 
centres  for  broken  phones  will  be 
open  at  ihe  same  times:  5.30  a.m.  to 
2.30  p.m.  on  Sundays.  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays:  8.30  a.m.  to  12.30  p.m. 
on  Mondays.  Wednesdays  and  Fri¬ 
days;  and  4  to  6.30  p.m.  on  Sundays 
and  Thursdays. 


Bammer  said  Austrian  Airlines  is 
not  losing  money  on  this  route  de¬ 
spite  the  low  fare,  partly  because  it 
limits  the  seats  available  to  passen¬ 
gers  paying  tbe  minimum  price.  In¬ 
come  from  passengers  paying  more 
for  higher  classes  or  desiring  more 
flexibility  in  their  trip  contributed  to 
higher  overall  revenue  from  each 
flight  here,  he  explained. 

Eli  Messer,  the  airline's  manager 
for  Israel,  noted  that  since  that  car¬ 
rier  started  flying  here  in  1963.  it  has 
carried  350.000  passengers.

Rome  tries  dosing 
centre  to  traffic 

ROME  (AP)_-  Homs  honked,  heli¬ 
copters  whirred  overhead  and  driv¬ 
ers  wailed  Saturday  as  the  city  gov¬ 
ernment  barred  cars  from  Rome's 
historic  centre  in  a  trial  effort  to 
grapple  with  the  capital's  traffic 
problems. 

For  a  three-hour  period,  all  pri¬ 
vate  vehicles  except  garbage  tracks, 
ambulances  and  cars  showing  resi¬ 
dence  ^  permits  were  banned  from 
Rome's  ancient  downtown  streets. 

Hundreds  of  traffic  police  directed 
incoming  cars  to  30  designated  park¬ 
ing  lots  dotting  the  outskirts  of  the 
Old  City.  Helicopters  whirred  over¬ 
head  to  ensure  no  cars  had  slipped 
past  temporary  road  blocks  circling 
the  historic  centre. 

“  The  capital  regained  its  human 
element  in  those  three  hours.” 
Giulio  Bencini,  the  city  govern¬ 
ment’s  traffic  aide,  said  in  an  after¬ 
noon  press  conference.  “Citizens 
showed  their  support  for  the  experi¬ 
ment  by  using  public  transport  or 
travelling  by  foot.” 

But  several  Romans  claimed 
Saturday  that  a  permanent  ban  on 
traffic  would  add  hours  to  a  daily 
commute.

A  later  communique  said  a  second 
target,  described  as  “small,”  was 
destroyed  by  Iraqi  warplanes  four 
hours  later.

There  was  no  independent  con¬ 
firmation  of  yesterday's  Iraqi  asser¬ 
tions.  Shipping  sources  down  the 
Gulf  said  they  had  heard  no  distress 
calls  or  other  reports  of  vessels  in 
difficulties  yesterday. 

Iraq  also  announced  that  its  war¬ 
planes  yesterday  flew  155  combat 
missions  in  the  so-called  Misan  area 
of  the  Gulf  war  front  against  Iranian 
troop  concentrations  “preparing  to 
commit  an  aggression  on  our  bor¬ 
der." 

Meanwhile:  salvage  crews  fighting 
fire  aboard  the  Greek  oil  tanker 
Ninemia.  hit  in  a  missile  attack  on 
Saturday,  brought  the  blaze  under 
control  and  took  the  vessel  in  tow 
last  night.  Gulf  shipping  sources 
said. 

The  111. 688-ton  tanker  will  be 
taken  south  to  Dubai  in  the  United 
Arab  Emirates  for  damage  assess¬ 
ment  and  repairs,  they  said.

Malta  strengthens  ties  with  Soviets  Artificial  heart 


ROME  (AP).  -  Malta,  in  another 
shift  of  foreign  policy,  is  returning  to 
its  friendship  with  Libya,  streng¬ 
thening  ties  with  the  Soviet  Union 
and  rebuffing  nearby  Italy. 

As  part  of  Malta’s  friendly  over¬ 
tures  to  the  Soviets,  Socialist  Pre¬ 
mier  Dorn  Mintoff  is  scheduled  to 
leave  for  Moscow  today  for  talks 
with  Soviet  leader  Konstantin  Cher¬ 
nenko. 

Some  observers  believe  the  shifts 
in  policy  on  this  strategic  Mediterra¬ 
nean  island  are  aimed  at  playing  off 
different  countries  to  bolster  Malta's 
recession-plagued  economy. 


"This  isn't  the  first  time  that  Mal¬ 
ta,  suspended  between  Europe  and 
the  Third  World,  between  prosper¬ 
ity  and  lack  of  development,  plays 
the  card  of  political-military  neutral¬ 
ity  as  an  instrument  of  pressure,  or  as 
a  way  to  obtain  the  economic  aid  it 
needs,”  said  the  Rome  daily  La 
Repubblica  in  a  recent  commentary. 

Twenty  years  after  its  independ¬ 
ence  from  Britain,  the  predominant¬ 
ly  Roman  Catholic  country  90 
kilometres  south  of  Sicily  is  gov¬ 
erned  by  a  Socialist  government 
often  at  odds  with  the  Christian 
Democrat  opposition.

Police  block  Walesa  after

GDANSK,  Poland  (AP).  -  Riot 
police  wielding  truncheons  and 
shooting  tear  gas  dispersed  a  crowd 
of  several  thousand  marchers  in  this 
Baltic  port  yesterday  following  a 
mass  commemorating  the  1970 
deaths  of  workers  in  anti- 
government  protests. 

Solidarity  leader  Lech  Walesa, 
accompanied  by  about  100  suppor¬ 
ters  and  canying  a  memorial  wreath 
from  the  church,  pushed  his  way 
through  a  tine  of  police  on  his  way  to 
a  monument  to  the  slain  workers 
outside  the  gate  of  the  Lenin  ship¬ 
yard. 

But  Walesa  was  stopped  about  50 
metres  further  by  another  line  of  riot 
police  who  pushed  him  back  with 
their  .elbows.  Walesa  placed  the 
wreath  at  the  foot  of  the  police  tine 
and  retreated. 

Walesa  returned  safely  to  the 
church  and  was  not  injured  in  the 
confrontation. 

“We  marched  as  long  as  it  seemed 


logical  and  reasonable,”  Walesa  said 
outside  the  church  before  getting 
into  a  car  to  return  home. 

“At  some  point  it  wasn't  reason¬ 
able  so  I  told  people  to  stop.  I  put  the 
flowers  at  the  feet  of  the  people's 
authorities  and  decided  to  return.” 

Lines  of  police  in  full  riot  gear  with 
shields  prevented  the  majority  of  the 
crowd  leaving  St.  Brygida's  church 
from  reaching  the  Three  Crosses 
monument  and  heavily  beat  some  in 
the  crowd  with  truncheons. 

Police  later  used  water  cannon  to 
disperse  about  200  demonstrators 
outside  the  church.  Some  of  the 
demonstrators,  most  of  them  m  their 
teens  and  20s,  were  throwing  rocks ' 
at  police. 

One  man  was  pushed  to  the 
gronnd  and  beaten,  about  the  back 
and  shoulders.  Some  policemen  also 
were  pushed  and  shoved  in  the  scuf¬ 
fles,  which  continued  for  about  an 
hour  in  several  side  streets  leading 
from  the  church.

was  just  as  fond  of  it  when  he  was  her 
age. 

In  short,  we  all  are  incurable 
prophets. 

And  not  just  respecting  our  chil¬ 
dren’s  destinies,  for  everyday  speech 
is  fraught  with  predictions  about 
anything  at  ail:  “You  are  going  to 
regret  tbis,,-and  “They’ll  Be  very" 
happy  together’’  and  "You’ll  catch 
your  death  of  pneumonia  if  you  go 
out  dressed  like  that."  Nor  does  it 


ever  bother  us  that  in  nine  cases  out 
of  ten,  we  are  proved  wrong,  and 
why  should  it:  it  doesn't  bother  the 
pros  -  the  weathermen  and  the 
astrologers  -  either. 

Politics  and  economics  are  parti¬ 
cularly  happy  hunting  grounds  foT 
the  prophets,  and  they  are  no  less 
•  liable  =to  error.  “As  recently  as  the 
mid-1970s,”  we  read  in  The  New 
York  Times  the  other  day.  “demand 
for  OPEC  oil  in  1985  was  posited  to

be  was  incapable  of  being  inspired  by 
the  dynamics  of  Bach’s  drive.  Blom¬ 
stedt  seemed  completely  detached, 
as  if  wondering  what  was  expected  of 
him. 

The  worst,  however,  was  still  to 
come  with  Mozart's  “Prague”  Sym¬ 
phony.  though  in  this  work  tile  con¬ 
ductor  at  least  succeeded  in  unifying 
the  orchestra  into  a  more  or  less 
disciplined  body.  Besides  mechani¬ 
cally  indicating  measure  and  beat 
with  stiff,  tiny  movements,  be  did 
absolutely  nothing.  Not  that  swing¬ 
ing  arms  is  a  solution,  but  Blom- 
stedt’s  total  lack  of  expressiveness 
was  veiy  hard  to  bear.  Whole  move¬ 
ments  were  uniform  in  tempo  and 
sonority.  There  were  no  dynamic 
changes,  and  neither  was  there,  of 
course,  any  contrast  or  tension.  Out¬ 
side  the  Mann  Auditorium  it  was 
very  cold,  inside  Mozart’s  symphony 
was  solid  ice.

His  intimation 
was  clean  and  clear,  and  be  demons¬ 
trated  a  calm  craftsmanship.  What 
was  missing  was  romantic  convic¬ 
tion.  especially  in  the  opening  Schu¬ 
mann  Adagio  and  Allegro  for  Horn 
and  Piano.  Also  there  seemed  to  be 
little  rapport  between  the  two  musi¬ 
cians. 

Stravinsky  provided  interest  and 
variety.  Ora  Shiran’s  rendering  bad 
stamina  and  personal  involvement. 
Her  tone  bad  a  singing  quality,  and 
her  technique  was  sure  and  flexible. 
Well-assisted  by  Iditb  Zvi,  she  gave  a 
performance  that  bad  competence, 
charm  and  gusto. 

The  ending  Brahms  trio,  spoken 
of  as  the  greatest  piece  of  chamber 
music  for  horn,  showed  quality  play¬ 
ing  and  better  cooperation  with  uni¬ 
ty  of  inteipretation,  and  each  player 
was  able  to  show  his  identity  in  the 
solo  parts.  Barry  Tucfcwell’s  playing 
bad  added  vigour  and  sonority,  and 
his  tone  was  mellow,  especially  in 
the  lively  Finale,  which  had  to  be 
repeated  as  an  encore. 

■  Pianist  Idith  Zvi  proved  to  be  a 
reliable  accompanist,  and  her  good 
pianistics  were  an  asset  to  the  even¬ 
ing.

affairs.  Looking  back  from  the 
pinnacle  of  our  present  wisdom,  we 
can  see  how  right  he  was.  No  one 
foresaw  Sadat’s  trip  to  Jerusalem, 
the  Iran-Iraq  war.  the  split  in  the 
PLO  and  the' falling  out  between 
Arafat  and  Assad,  or.  to  go  back  a 
few  decades,  the  fact  that  a  handful 
of  Jews  with  a  dozen  machine  guns 
between  them  would  turn  into  a  vast 
military  power.  Not  only  did  no  one 
foresee  any' of  it,  they  foresaw  a 
whole  lot  of  other  things  that  never 
happened. 


It  is  rather  funny,  come  to  think  of 
it.  that  though  we  are  proven  wrong 
time  and  again,  we  all.  from  states¬ 
men  to  cabbies,  go  on  foretelling  the 
shape  of  things  to  come.  It  must  be  a 
deeply  ingrained  human  urge, 
prophecy.  Maybe  the  future  is  like 
an  aching  tooth  you  can’t  leave 
alone.  Maybe  we  feel  so  uncertain 
and  helpless  about  it  that  we  can't, 
metaphorically  speaking,  keep  our 
tongue  off  it.  Or  maybe  it’s  an  atavis¬ 
tic  belief  we  nourish  that  predicting 
the  future  will  give  us  some  hold  on 
it. 

Whatever  the  case,  it  looks  as  if  we 
will  continue  prophesying  to  the  end 
of  time,  which  is  when  the  last  man 
alive  will  declare:  ‘The  sun  is  going 
to  come  up  tomorrow”  -  3nd  will  be 
wrong. 


Comings  and  goings

BETWEEN  THE  empty  boasts  of 
many  of  our  "slurp  and  burp” 
bureaucracies  dealiag  with  im¬ 
migration  and  the  shamefaced 
obfuscation  surrounding  those 
Israelis  looking  elsewhere  for  green¬ 
er  pastures,  the  Israeli  public  is  very 
badly  informed  about  the  true  state 
ofaliya  andyerida. 

Estimates  of  yordim  in  the  U.S. 
range  from  250,000  to  450,000.  Even 
the  terra  yored  is  one  of  flux.  Is  it  an 
academic  on  an  ‘extended’  sabbatic¬ 
al?  I  know  of  one  academic  where 
the  extension  exceeds  14  years. 
And  an  industrialist  "temporari¬ 
ly”  managing  the  New  York  branch 
these  past  1 1  years.  Then  there  are 
Israelis,  now  with  dual  American 
citizenship,  planaing  to  retire  in 
Israel  some  30  years  hence. 

Joop  Voet.  a  retired  bank  mana¬ 
ger  of  Dutch  origin  has  taken  this 
complex  matter  under  study  with  the 
aim  of  drawing  up  a  balance  sheet  for 
yerida-aliya  to  and  from  his  native 
Holland. 

Whereas  in  Israel  no  statistics  -  or 
even  believable  estimates -are  avail¬ 
able,  the  Dutch  being  a  well- 
organized  people,  with  the  aid  of 
their  embasssies  keep  track  of  their 
citizens  wherever  they  may  roam 
and  where,  with  the  aid  of  a  special 
police  section  then  whereabouts  and 
origins  of  immigrants  are  carefully  jf 
not  lovingly  recorded. 

Mr.  Voet  hopes  to  complete  his 
investigation  sometime  this  year  but 
was  able  to  supply  some  advance 
figures,  as  published  in  the  magazine 
of  Dutch  Immigrants  Organization, 
furnished  by  the  Netherlands  De¬ 
partment  of  Statistics  which,  apart 
from  lifting  the  veil  off  this  foggy 
subject,  should  give  us  food  for 
thought. 


4,54b  Dutch  citizens  returned  to 
Holland  -  an  annual  average  of  253. 
The  immigration  balance,  as  it  is 
technically  called,  shows  an  average 
of  55  in  Israel's  favour. 

Conditions  affecting  the  va  et  vien 
of  course  varied  from  year  to  year:  In 
1967  (Six-Day  War)  the  balance  was 
minus  19;  in  1974  (Yom  Kippur 
War)  the  balance  was  plus  3;  in  1981 
the  balance  was  minus  1 14;  in  1982 
the  balance  was  minus  150. 

These  last  two  figures  should 
cause  concern  as  they  are  likely  to 
worsen  as  our  economy  bogs  down 
and  tbe  quality  of  our  lives  dimi¬ 
nishes. 

As  for  die  other  side  of  the  ledger, 
on  January  1,  1982,  the  following 
number  of  Israelis  had  tqken  up 
permanent  residence  in  Holland: 
895  men.  316  women  and  535  chil¬ 
dren.  To  these  figures  must  be  added 
a  large  number  of  “illegal  immig¬ 
rants"  many  of  them  temporary  resi¬ 
dents  in  Dutch  penitentiaries  plus 
some  fugitives  from  the  IDF  or  jus¬ 
tice,  to  the  embarrassment  of  Dutch 
Jewry. 

Moreover,  a  number  of  Israeli 
girls  who  married  Dutch  volunteers 
and  now  have  citizenship  don't 
appear  in  the  immigration  statistics. 

From  Israel’s  point  of  view  all  this 
makes  sad  reading,  since  the  quality 
ofaliya  from  Holland  was  well  above 
the  average.  But  since  they  don't  fall 
witbia  the  dictum  of  the  late  Perez 
Bernstein,  tbe  country’s  first  Minis¬ 
ter  of  Trade  and  Industry  -  “give  me 
Jews  without  money  or  money  with¬ 
out  Jews”  -  nobody  seems  particu¬ 
larly  worried.

Motorola  opening  centre 
for  semiconductor  design

RAMAT  Gan.-  Motorola  today  is 
to  inaugurate  its  new  semiconductbr 
design  centre,  one  of  the  most  mod¬ 
ern  in  the  world.  The  American 
parent  company.  Motorola,  inc., 
has  invested  more  than  $5  million  in 
the  centre. 

Murray  Goldman,  corporate  vice- 
president  of  Motorola,  told  a  press 
tour  yesterday  that  the  only  other 
semiconductor  design  centre  is  in 
Austin,  Texas.  He  said  the  Israeli 
centre  will  work  on  designing  tech¬ 
nologies  that  will  be  put  into  use  in 
two  to  three  years. 

Zvi  Soha,  managing  director  of 
Motorola  Semiconductor,  said  all  the 
products  of  the  centre  will  be  ex¬ 
ported. 

Semiconductors  are  chips  for  in¬ 
tegrated  circuits  which  are  used  in 
the  microprocessors. 

One  of  the  reasons  that  the  design 


centre  was  built  in  Israel  is  because 
of  high-quality  manpower.  The  com¬ 
pany'  is  employing  65  workers,  in¬ 
cluding  50  engineers.  1 1  layout  de¬ 
signers  and  four  administration 
workers. 

The  centre  was  established  in  1982 
and  by  1983  was  exporting  technolo¬ 
gy  worth  $1.3m.  It  expects  export  to 
be  worth  24m.  this  year  and  next 
year  it  is  projected  that  exports  will 
reach  26m.  Everything  is  exported  to 
the  parent  country  in  the  U  S. 

Outside  of  designing  and  develop¬ 
ing  prototypes  of  electronic  “chips.” 
the  centre  is  developing  software 
and  printed  circuit  boards. 

Goldman  revealed  that  one  of  the 
items  they  are  working  on  is  a  data 
communication  chip  called  a  "  token 
bus  comptroller." 

This  chip  will  enable  a  more  effi¬ 
cient  use  of  local  area  telephone 
networks  for  data  transmission  be¬ 
tween  computers.

U.S.  may  let 
Poland  join  IMF 

WARSAW  (AP).  -  The  U.S. 
embassy  told  Polish  authorities  here 
on  Friday  that  the  United  States  will 
lift  its  objections  to  Poland’s  joining 
the  Internationa!  Monetary  Fund, 
informed  sources  said. 

The  decision  will  end  a  three-year 
U.S.  veto  of  Poland's  application  for 
membership  in  the  IMF,  that  was  put 
into  effect  to  protest  the  imposition 
of  martial  law  and  crackdown  on  the 
Solidarity  free  trade  union  in  De¬ 
cember  19S1. 

Polish  officials  repeatedly  have 
expressed  the  country's  eagerness  to 
join  the  IMF  because  of  the  benefits 
it  would  provide  Poland's  ailing  eco- 
nomv. 


Philippines  gets 
$615  million  IMF  loan 

WASHINGTON  (AP).  -  The  Phi¬ 
lippines  government  of  President 
Ferdinand  Marcos  will  get  a  three- 
to-five  year  loan  of  2615  million  on 
easy  terms,  the  International  Monet¬ 
ary  Fund  has  announced. 

Interest  payable  by  the  Philip¬ 
pines  will  vary  with  the  market.  At- 
current  rates  "it  would  work  out  to 
some  8.5  per  cent  a  year. 

To  qualify  for  the  funds,  according 
to  the  IMF.  the  Marcos  government 
has  agreed: 

-  to  reduce  its  deficit  to  “sustain¬ 
able  levels.” 

-  to  get  a  “prompt  and  enduring” 
reduction  of  inflation,  which  the 
fond  reported  as  running  over  60  per 
cent, 

-  to  attack  long-standing  defects 
in  the  structure  and  management  of 
the  economic  system.  The 
announcement  did  not  elaborate. 


China  offshore  drilling 

PEKING  (Reuter).  -  China  said  40 
foreign  firms  had  applied  to  buy 
information  about  areas  to  be 
offered  in  its  second  round  of  bid¬ 
ding  for  offshore  oil  exploration, 
when  the  deadline  for  enquiries  ex¬ 
pired  over  the  weekend. 

The  China  National  Offshore  Oil 
Corporation  said  24  of  the  firms 
buying  information  in  the  second 
round  had  signed  contracts  in  the 
past.

But  it  agreed  in 
October  to  a  request  by  Opec  to  trim 
oil  sales  to  support  an  Opec  accord, 
slashing  group  production  by  1-5 
million  barrels  per  day,  to  16  million 
BPD ,  to  try  and  shore  up  oil  prices.

QUESTION  - 1  have  recently  re¬ 
ceived  a  form  iron  am  American 
company  in  which  I  own  shares, 
suggesting  that  I  may  be  subject  to 
“backup  withholding. ”  Can  yon  ex¬ 
plain  what  this  means? 

ANSWER  -Since  January  1 , 1984, 
companies 1  making  dividend  pay¬ 
ments  must  generally  withhold  20 
per  cent  of  taxable  interest  dividend 
and  certain'  other  payments,  if  the 
shareholder  fails  to  furnish  them 
with  the  correct  tax  buyer  identifica¬ 
tion  number.  This  is  generally  refer¬ 
red  to  as  “backup  withholding."  For 
most  individual  American  tax¬ 
payers,  the  identification  number  is 
the  social  security  number. 

QUESTION  -  Have  the  annual 
general  meetings  of  the  following 
companies  taken  place  and  if  so,  have 
-there  been  resolutions  to  pay  di¬ 
vidends  or  to  give  scrip  issues  (split 
shares  as  dividends)?  The  companies 
I  refer  to  are  Elblt,  Elsdnt  and 
Scitex. 

ANSWER  -  All  three  companies 
mentioned  in  your  question  are  high- 
technology  companies  with  a  re¬ 
latively  high  percentage  of  their 
budget  allocated  to  research  and 
development  These  companies  are 
also  generally  described  as  “growth 
companies.”  To  fuel  rapid  growth, 
many  high-technology  companies, 
whether  American  or  Israeli;  plough 
back  earnings  into  the  company, 
rather  than  distributing  them  in  foil 
or  in  part,  as  dividends.  This  is  true 
as  far  as  Elbit,  Elsdnt  and  Scitex  are 
concerned.  In  the  veiy  recent  past, 
there  have  been  no  stock  splits  or 
share  dividends,  either  approved  or 
issued  by  these  companies.

QUESTION  -  You  mentioned  in  a 
recent  column  that  you  felt  there  was 
money  to  be  made  on  the  Td  Aviv 
stock  exchange.  I  followed  your 
advice,  and  “so  for  so  good.”  Re¬ 
cently  there  has  been  some  labour 
unrest  and  increased  uncertainly  as 


to  raising  the  prices  of  subsidized 
basic  foodstuffs  and  other  items. 
How  do  you  think  this  mU  affect  the 
stock  market? 

ANSWER- If  your  question  really 

means  that  you  are  asking  whether 
to  run  out  of  the  stock  market  after 
having  matte  some  paper  profits,  the 
answer  is  a  slightly  equivocal  “no.” 
One  line  of  thinking  to  which  I 
partially  subscribe,  is  that  as  long  as 
there  is  uncertainty  regarding  the 
extension  of  the  package  deal,  there 
may  be  relatively  sharp  price  swings 
on  the  Tel  Aviv  Stock  Exchange. 

However,  the  main  participants  in 
the  unity  government  will  be  vying 
for  good  marks  in.  the  Histadrut 
elections  next  April.  The  conclusion 
is  that  they  will  do  their  best  to  keep 
the  voter  happy.  A  relatively  “tran¬ 
quil”  situation  should  be  good  for 
the  stock  market.  An  additional 
kicker  is  the  $450  million  worth  of 
redeemed  savings  schemes  and 
bonds  which  will  become  due  before 
the  end  of  the  calendar  year.  If  only  a 
small  portion  of  this  money  finds  its 
way  to  the  stock  exchange,  it  will  be 
enough  to  fuel  a  meaningful  market 
rally. 

QUESTION  -  We  made  a  contract 
to  rent  a  Oat  on  a  dollar  basis  as  from 
September  lt  1984  for  one  year,  the 
first  six  months’  rent  to  be  paid  in 
advance  on  signing  the  contract,  be¬ 
fore  September  1,  and  the  balance  in 
February  1985.  At  what  rate  of  ex¬ 
change  do  1  have  to  pay  the  rent?

ANSWER  -  On  November  26, 
regulations  were  issued  regarding 
payments  during  the  period  of  the 
freeze.  It  follows  from  these  regula¬ 
tions  that  shekel  payments  linked  to 
the  dollar,  payable  during  the  periocjfc 
of  the  freeze  will  be  paid  at  a  shekel'  . 
equivalent  of  the  November  2  rate, 
namely  IS527  to  $1.00.  Payments 
related  to  charges  after  February  1- 
do  not  fall  under  these  regulations.

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Jordan  cuts  fuel  subsidy 
in  $2  billion  1985  budget 


AMMAN  (Reuter).  -  Jordan’s  Fi¬ 
nance  Minister  Hanna  Odeh  yester¬ 
day  announced  a  $2  billion  budget 
for  1985,  which  promised  continued 
growth,  economic  stability  and 
strong  defence. 

He  told  parliament  that  Jordan's 
V.jross  Domestic  Product  had'  in¬ 
creased  by  four  per  cent  in  1984  and 
said  the  government  next  year  would 
exercise  austerity  to  achieve  self- 
sufficiency,  encourage  Arab  invest¬ 
ment  and  help  develop  local  banking 
and  financial  markets. 

The  1985  budget  estimates  re¬ 
venue  at  794.5  million  dinars 
t  (SI. 97b.)  and  deficit  at  16.7rn.  dinars 
’  ($41.5m.).  This  compares  with  this 
year’s  revenue  and  deficit  estimates 
of  770.2m.  dinars  (S1.91b.)  and 
11.2m.  dinars  ($28m.),  respectively. 

The  fuel  subsidy  allocation  for 
□ext  year  was  cut  by  about  30  per 
cent,  to  10m.  dinars  ($25m.).  and 
prices  of  some  petroleum  products. 


including  aviation  fuel,  cooking  gas 
and  petrol  were  raised. 

Ordinary  petrol  went  up  by  9. 1  per 
cent  and  now  costs  180  fils  (72  cents) 
a  litre. 

Odeh  said  Jordan,  whose  oil  im¬ 
port  bill  this  year  is  estimated  at 
5600m..  had  spent  223m.  dinars 
($555m.)  in  fuel  subsidies  since  1976. 
imposing  a  heavy  burden  on  the 
economy. 

Odeh  said  the  1985  deficit  would 
be  met  through  cuts  in  government 
spending,  raising  more  local  revenue 
and  domestic  and  foreign  loans. 

Total  foreign  loans  and  technical 
aid  next  year  was  estimated  at 
86.6m.  dinars  (3215m. ).  27  per  cent 
more  than  in  1984. 

Odeh  estimated  Arab  aid  in  1985 
at  this  year’s  figure  of  183m.  dinars 
(3455m.).  mainly  from  Saudi  Arabia 
and  Kuwait.  He  appealed  to  the 
United  Arab  Emirates  and  Qatar  to 
fulfil  their  aid  promises.

Unlinked  debts  worth  millions  remitted 

Leumi  and  Discount  cancel 
loans  owed  by  ex-students 


By  PINHAS  LANDAU 
Post  Finance  Reporter 
TEL  AVIV.  -  Bank  Leumi  and 
Bank  Discount  have  taken  the  un¬ 
usual  step  of  cancelling  millions  of 
shekels  worth  of  loans  owing  to  them 
by  ex-students. 

For  ten  years,  from  I9“3  to  1Q82. 
these  banks  were  engaged  in  grant¬ 
ing  subsidized  loans  to  students  to 
enable  them  to  finance  their  studies. 
These  loans  were  given  on  unlinked 
and  easy  terms,  with  repayment 
commencing  one  year  after  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  studies,  and  spread  over 
5-6  years. 

Because  oF  the  very  high  inflation 
rates  in  recent  years,  and  particular¬ 
ly  since  October  1983,  the  value  of 
these  loans  has  been  almost  com¬ 
pletely  eroded,  so  that  now  the  cost 
of  managing  and  processing  the  very 
small  monthly  repayments  is  far 
greater  than  the  actual  sums  in¬ 
volved. 


for  this  reason,  it  is  more  econo¬ 
mical  for  the  hanks  to  waive  repay¬ 
ment  of  the  loans  and  cancel  them 
altogether,  than  to  bother  collecting 
them.  The  borrowers  will  also  be¬ 
nefit.  since  the  time  spent  m  arrang¬ 
ing  repayment  is  also  worth  more 
ihan  the  repayment  itself. 

Both  banks  view  this  as  one  of  a . 
number  of  administrative  measures 
they  hate  taken  recently  to  eliminate 
operations  that  cost  more  than  they 
are  worth.  Leumi.  for  instance,  has 
combined  small  foreign  currency  de¬ 
posits.  sold  very  small  balances  of 
securities  in  customers'  accounts  -  at 
its  own  initiative  and  without  com¬ 
missions  and  no  longer  allows  secur¬ 
ities  purchases  below  $50.  • 

Bank  Discount  estimated  that  tens 
of  thousands  of  present  and  past 
students  will  benefit  from  this  loan 
cancellation,  with  the  total  amount 
of  money  involved  in  the  loan  run- 
nine  into  millions  of  shekels. 


Signs  of  movement  at  Danot 


Post  Finance  Reporter 
TEL  AVIV.  -  Senior  officials  at  the 
Bank  of  Israel  confirmed  to  The 
Jerusalem  Post  yesterday  that  a 
group  of  foreign  investors  has  ex¬ 
pressed  interest  in  acquiring  the  First 
International  Bank  by  buying  the 
controlling  stake  from  the  Danot 
investment  company.  However, 
these  sources  cautioned  that  this 
“interest”  was  very  preliminary,  and 
it  was  too  soon  to  say  whether  any 
concrete  offer  to  buy  would  be 
made. 

Nor  was  it  dear  whether  the  in¬ 
terest  was  in  the  outright  purchase  of 
control  in  Danot  or  in  the  purchase 
of  Danot's  controlling  interest  in 
FIB  I,  the  First  International's  pa¬ 
rent  compnay.

Bond  volume  halved  before  hew  issue 


TEL  AVTV.  —  A  thoroughly  mixed 

performance  by  shads  yesterday  left 

most  of  the  key  indices  in  that  mar¬ 
ket  unchanged.  Bonds,  however, 
moved  ahead  as  usual,  despite  die 
fact  that  volume  fell  sharply  to  below 
IS  I  billion. 

In  the  share  market  advancing 
issues  showed  a  clear  lead  over  de¬ 
clining  ones,  at  232  to  135.  Sharp 
risers  were  even  more  pronouncedly 
in  tbe  ascendant  over  sharply  failing 
issues,  at  86  to  45.  and  “buyers  only" 
swamped  “sellers  only”  by  39  to  8. 
On  that  basis,  one  might  have 
thought  that  the  share  market  would 
be  well  ahead,  but  no  such  thing 
happened. 

The  General  Share  Index,  the 
non-bank  index  and  the  “arrange¬ 
ment"  index  had  only  factional  gains 
to  show,  while  the  industrials  and 
investment  companies  were  very 
slightly  lower.  Only  oils  (up  3.86%).' 
insurance  (3.24%)  and.  mongage 
banks  (3.01%)  managed  significant 
advances. 

In  other  words,  tbe  market  is 
continuing  its  mainly  technical  rally, 
with  the  most  heavily  oversold  issues 
throughout  the  year  now  benefiting 
from  a  belated,  and  probably  unwar¬ 
ranted.  popularity.  The  severe  ero¬ 
sion  in  real  values  that  these  shares 
have  suffered  makes  them  tempting 
targets  for  the  “hot  money"  no* 
coursing  through  the  shrivelled  veins 
of  the  share  market.  However,  the 
very  fickleness  of  this  money  and  its 
footloose  nature,  make  it  dubious 
that  this  pattern  can  be  maintained.

Meanwhile,  the -bond  market, 
apparently  quite  unperturbed  by  the 
rather-higber-than -expected 
November  index  of  19-5  per  cent, 
put  in  yet  another  day  of  quiet, 
unobtrusive  gains,  with  the  main 
index  ticking  up  by  0.62  per  cent.

This  was 
the  last  of  the  old  ten-year  issues, 
and  the  only  difference  between  it 
and  its  predecessors  was  the  auction 
system  used  in  its  sale. 

The  next  bond,  to  be  issued  this 
Wednesday,  will  be  for  up  to  IS2b. 
nominal  value  of  five-year,  index- 
linked  bonds  carrying  a  4,25% 
coupon.  Bids  will  be  accepted  for 


this  issue  as  low  as  80  per  cent  of  par, 

and  the  Treasury  promises  that  the 
auction  will  be  “dean"  -  i.e.  that  the 
bidding  will  continue  until  a  market- 
clearing  price  is  readied  at  which  the 
whole  offer  is  taken  up.  This  will  be 
tbe  price  for  all  the  bids  that  are 
accepted. 

A  further,  and  most  significant 
advantage  of  the  new  “Sagi”-type 
bonds,  as  they  have  been  named,  is 
that  die  redemption  will  include 
linkage  for  the  whole  life  of  the 
bond.

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Of  tempests  and  teapots 


CHANCES  ARE  that.  Shas’  announced  decision  to  bolt  the 
national  unity  government  will  turn  out  within  the  next  few 
hours  to  have  been  a  tempest  in  a  teapot. 

The  letter  of  resignation  presented  yesterday  by  Shas' 
cabinet  representative,  Yitzhak  Peretz,  was  not  scheduled  to 
take  effect  for  48  hours.  In  the  meantime,  strenuous  efforts 
were  being  made  to  induce  a  change  of  mind  within  the 
disaffected  Shas.  and  even  more  importantly  within  the  Rabbi¬ 
nical  Council  that  controls  Shas  strategy.  For  if  this  small 
faction  of  Sephardi  Tora  Guardians  makes  good  its  threat  to 
pull  out,  the  Likud  could  decide,  because  of  its  previous 
commitments  to  Shas,  to  follow  suit,  thus  bringing  the 
government  down. 

That  would  be  an  outcome  which  all  coalition  partners, 
including  Shas,  would  seem  anxious  to  3void. 

In  his  eagerness  to  dissuade  Shas  from  leaving,  Mr.  Peres 
disregarded  the  fact  that  the  council  is  headed  by  a  davan, 
former  chief  rabbi  Ovadia  Yosef,  and  that  the  attorney-general 
has  specifically  ruled  against  rabbinical  court  judges  taking  part 
in  politics.  The  premier  was  acting  on  the  assumption  that  there 
are  times  when  the  exigencies  of  politics  take  precedence. 

Mr.  Peres  has  consistently  sought  to  reestablish  Labour’s 
relations  with  the  religious  parties.  And  he  has  done  so  with  a 
good  measure  of  success.  The  National  Religious  Party  is 
steadily  moving  back  to  its  old  affinity  for  Labour,  and  Agudat 
Yisrael  is  taking  a  neutral  stance  between  the  two  major 
parties. 

Preventing  another  such  coup  by  Labour  must  be  one  reason 
for  the  Likud's  effort  to  keep  Shas,  its  supposed  ally,  con¬ 
tented.  For  if  Shas  is  now  unhappy,  the  fault  is  largely  the 
Likud’s.  Last  week's  compromise  awarding  an  expanded 
Religious  Affairs  Ministry  to  the  NRP  and  an  Interior  Ministry 
shorn  of  some  of  its  functions  to  Shas,  which  it  later  spumed, 
was  very  much  the  work  of  Herut's  Haim  Corfu,  the  transport 
minister. 

And  it  was  Herut's  David  Levy,  the  construction  minister, 
who  has  denied  Shas  a  consolation  prize  in  the  form  of  a  deputy 
construction  minister. 

Therefore,  if  Rabbi  Peretz  is  to  take  back  his  letter  of 
resignation  in  time,  it  is  mainly  the  Likud  that  must  show  him, 
and  his  rabbinical  mentors,  the  reason  for  doing  so.  and  without 
delay.  Sensing  the  urgency,  the  Likud  ministerial  team  yester¬ 
day  took  a  half  hour  break  during  the  cabinet  discussion  of  the 
defence  budget  for  talks  with  Shas. 

Today  the  effort  will  be  joined  by  the  vice-premier.  Yitzhak 
Shamir,  who  has  cut  short  his  visit  abroad  for  the  purpose. 

A  solution  should  be  within  reach  of  the  negotiators.  For  the 
Likud  does  not  reaHy  wish  to  exit  from  the  national  unity 
government  and  leave  Mr.  Peres  in  control,  not  even  for  little 
Shas’  sake,  and  Shas  itself  cannot  possibly  wish  to  find  itself, 
and  the  Likud,  on  the  outside,  while  the  NRP  takes  both  the 
religious  affairs  and  the  interior  portfolios. 


Misplaced  zeal 


ISRAELIS  will  regret  to  see  U.S.  Ambassador  Sam  Lewis  go, 
although  they  know  that  go  be  will  early  next  year.  They  can 
only  hope  that  his  successor  will  be  anywhere  as  friendly  and 
understanding  as  Sam  Lewis  has  been  during  his  long  service 
in  the  country. 

The  successor  has  not  yet  been  nominated,  but  the  name 
most  prominently  mentioned  in  despatches  from  Washington  is 
that  of  Thomas  Pickering,  a  career  diplomat,  currently  U.S. 
Ambassador  to  El  Salvador.  He  is  reported  to  be  the  choice  of 
Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz. 

Israel’s  consent  will  be  required  for  Mr.  Pickering  to  be  sent 
to  Tel  Aviv,  and  there  is  no  known  reason  why  such  consent 
should  be  denied. 

Some  zealous  friends  of  Israel  in  the  American  capital  are, 
however,  said  to  have  found  such  a  reason:  Mr.  Pickering 
served  as  ambassador  to  Amman  in  the  mind- 1970s,  and  was 
friendly  towards  the  Jordanians.  The  suggestion  is  that  the 
Senate  Foreign  Relations  Committee  should  preempt  any 
Israeli  action  by  refusing  to  confirm  Mr.  Pickering’s  appoint¬ 
ment. 

Mr.  Pickering  may  have  difficulty  winning  confirmation, 
because  one  committee  member,  the  arch-conservative  Jesse 
Helms,  has  conceived  an  intense  dislike  for  his  liberal  views  on 
Central  America.  But  Mr.  Pickering  is  not  known  for  any 
anti-Israel  views,  and  it  would  be  unwise  for  Israel  to  interfere 
with  the  appointment  process  or  in  any  way  assist  the  Senate’s 
most  anti-Israel  member  in  fighting  to  block  the  appointment.

were  not  there.  Neither  was  Peretz. 
They  were  conferring  inside  the 
Prime  Minister's  Office  building,  in 
the  room  set  aside  for  Shamir. 
Peretz.  who  had  sent  a  message  to 
cabinet  secretary  Yosef  Beilin  that 
he  would  arrive  at  the  meeting  at 
9:30  a.m.,  stood  his  ground  against 
the  attempts  of  the  Likud  ministers 
to  persuade  him  to  forgo  bis  resigna¬ 
tion  threat. 

Meanwhile,  inside  the  cabinet 
chambers.  Peres  said  after  reading 
the  resignation  letter  that  he  was 
surprised  because  his  conversation 
late  Saturday  night  with  Rabbi  Ova¬ 
dia  Yosef,  the  head  of  Shas’s  rabbi¬ 
nical  council,  had  led  him  to  believe 
that  Shas  would  wait  “another  seven 
to  10  days.*' 

Peres  said  the  last  stumbling  block 
in  the  division  of  the  two  portfolios 
between  the  NRP  and  Shas  had  been 
the  manner  in  which  the  budgets  for 
tjie  religious  councils  were  to  be 
fixed-  It  was  a  matter  of  whether  the 
budgets  were  to  be  “agreed’^  be¬ 
tween  the  two  parties  or  merely 


“coordinated,”  Peres  said. 


The  cabinet  eventually  took  up 
other  business  (including  budgetary 
cuts  in  the  defence  ministry)  and 
broke  for  lunch  at  1  p.m.  But  after 
lunch,  the  Likud  ministers  did  not 
return,  again  closeting  themselves 
with  Peretz  in  a  vain  bid  to  make  him 
change  his  mind. 

Alignment  ministers  were  furious 
yesterday  that  Likud  ministers  left  in 
the  middle  of  the  cabinet  meeting. 

Economics  Minister  Gad  Ya'aco- 
bi  said  the  behaviour  of  the  Likud 
ministers  was  “disgraceful,  just  like 
those  who  brought  us  to  the  situation 
we  are  in  today.  Such  an  act  is 
unprecedented  and  unforgivable." 

"The  Cabinet  discussin  con¬ 
tinued  while  the  Likud  ministers 
were  having  a  political  consultation 
with  Shas.”  he  added.

CHALLENGE

THE  EAGERNESS  with  which  tbe 
Soviets  have  resumed  arms  control 
talks  marks  a  complete  reversal  of  a 
position  they  have  held  adamantly 
for  the  better  part  of  two  years.  They 
have  abandoned  what  they  had  pre¬ 
sented  as  the  immutable  precondi¬ 
tion:  that  American  missiles  first  be 
withdrawn  from  Europe. 

Whether  this  represents  a  change 
of  tactics  or  of  strategy,  or  whether 
the  present  Politburo  is  capable  of  a 
fluid  diplomacy,  is  out  of  Western 
control.  What  is  in  control  of  the 
West  is  to  avoid  raising  excessive 
expectations  about  negotiations  that 
have  not  yet  even  started. 

Western  over-eagerness  could 
tempt  the  Soviets  to  stall  to  elicit 
unilateral  concessions.  Or  else  it 
could  produce  an  agreement  that, 
because  it  avoids  all  fundamental 
issues,  will  be  only  an  interlude  in 
the  East-West  conflict. 

A  great  deal  depends,  therefore, 
on  America's  ability  to  define 
criteria  by  which  to  measure  prog¬ 
ress.  This  will  be  far  from  simple. 
For  over  a  decade,  the  word 
“detente”  polarized  the  American 
domestic  debate. 


became  apparent  during  the  trauma¬ 
tic  period  when  Vietnam  and  Water¬ 
gate  converged  to  divide  America. 
Attacking  detente  proved  a  conve¬ 
nient  -  and  relatively  safe  -  way  to 
avoid  facing  the  central  tragedy  that 
it 'was  America's  divisions  much 
more  than  its  adversary's  cunning 
that  sapped  its  credibility  and 
weakened  its  international  position. 
Between  1969  and  1972  Congress  cut 
$40  billion  from  administration  re¬ 
quests  for  defence  (in  1970  dollars)  - 
before  any  amts  control  agreement 
was  ever  concluded. 


The  Reagan  administration  has  so 
for  muted  this  controversy  by  a  skill¬ 
ful  balancing  act  which  combined  the 
rhetoric  of  the  opponents  of  detente 
with  many  of  the  policies  of  its 
advocates.  But  now  that  negotia¬ 
tions  are  starting  in  earnest  it  will  no 
longer  be  able  to  avoid  the  issues  by 
deft  verbal  formulations. 


NO  POLICY  -  least  of  all  detente  - 
can  substitute  for  a  strong  and  pur¬ 
poseful  United  States.  Still,  granting 
that  the  conflict  with  the  Soviets  has 
no  clear-cut  terminal  point,  is  it 
nevertheless  possible  to  make  agree¬ 
ments  that  reduce  the  danger  of 
nuclear  war  and  the  risk  of  political 
crisis? 

Now  that  the  Reagan  administra¬ 
tion  has  ended  America's  self- 
flagellation,  the  question  no  longer 
brooks  evasion.  Regrettably.  Amer¬ 
ican  governmental  processes  in  any 
administration  are  not  well-suited 
for  tbe  task  of  defining  long-range 
national  objectives.  The  adversary 
process  from  which  American  fore¬ 
ign  policy  emerges  leads  each  de- 


arms  with,  and  without,  arms  control 
agreements. 

Even  greater  precision  should  be 
attainable  with  respect  to  the  issue  of 
verifiability.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  Soviets  have  often  barely 
observed  the  letter  of  agreements.  In 
some  cases  they  dearly  seem  to  have 
violated  them.  Critics  have  seized  on 
even  the  most  technical  discrepancy 
to  assault  a  process  they  oppose  for 
quite  different  reasons.  Successive 
administrations  have  been  reluctant 
to  make  3  formal  charge  of  violation 
lest  they  undermine  the  domestic 
support  for  negotiation  and  because 
they  did  not  know  what  do  do  about 
it.  The  factual  content  of  verification 
has.  as  a  result,  received  insufficient 
study  -  especially  the  tolerances  that 
must  be  part  of  any  agreement. 
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SOME  QUESTIONS  such  as  these 
require  resolution: 
o  What  is  tbe  U-S.  caparify  to  verify 
the  numbers  of  each  Soviet  strategic 
weapon? 

□  What  is  the  margin  of  uncertainty? 

□  Is  that  margin  strategically  signifi¬ 
cant  either  by  itelf  or  in  combination 
with  other  weapons? 

□  What  countermeasures  are  avail¬ 
able  to  Soviet  violations,  and  how 
rapidly  can  they  be  implemented? 

If  the  U.S.  cannot  resolve  these 


achieve  a  bipartisan  consensus  at  the 
same  time. 

I  cannot  think  of  a  more  suitable 
occasion  for  a  bipartisan  commission 
to  define  the  basic  options  for  the 
president  and  his  senior  advisers, 
thereby  making  it  unnecessary  for 
tbe  president  to  referee  abstruse 
technical  decisions. 


WHATEVER  the  organizational 
device,  the  internal  debate  in  the

THE  BEGINNING  of  wisdom  is  to 
admit  -  however  painful  this  may  be 
in  the  light  of  previous  pronounce¬ 
ments  -  that  the  administration  is 
now  involved  in  an  essentially  irre¬ 
vocable  process  indistinguishable  in 
substance  from  what  used  to  be 
called  detente.

As  its  fourth  year  in  office  began, 
the  administration  obviously  con¬ 
cluded  that  the  American  people 
and  its  allies  would  not  support  con¬ 
frontation  except  as  a  last  resort. 
Having  eloquently  committed  itself, 
the  administration's  credibility  and 
allied  support  depend  on  making 
clear  that  any  failure  of  negotiations 
is  not  its  fault. 


American  relations  with  the 
Soviet  Union  have  been  characte¬ 
rized  by  oscillations  between  ex¬ 
tremes  of  intransigence  and  ex¬ 
tremes  of  conciliation  -  an  oscilla¬ 
tion  to  which  the  present  administra¬ 
tion  is  far  from  immune.  Historical¬ 
ly,  Americans  have  either  sought  to 
resolve  tensions  in  one  conclusive 
negotiation  or  to  defeat  a  recalcit¬ 
rant  opponent  in  battle. 

In  either  case  there  was  a  dear-cut 
terminal  point.  Americans  have  had 
little  experience  in  working  out  a 
modus  vivendi  -  especially  on  arms  - 
with  a  nation  that  continues  to  proc¬ 
laim  its  ideological  hostility  and  to 
challenge  American  interests  global¬ 
ly. 

Unfortunately,  the  paradox  that 
the  apocalyptic  nature  of  nuclear 
war  imposes  precisely  this  joecessity 


partment  to  put  forward  its  own. 
often  parochial .  set  of  proposals. 

What  passes  for  national  strategy 
is  usually  a  compromise  negotiated 
in  the  White  House  and  as  a  last 
resort  imposed  by  the  president.  But 
in  foreign  policy,  success  almost  in¬ 
variably  depends  less  on  the  merit  of 
individual  measures  than  on  their 
relationship  to  each  other  and  to 
clearly  understood  long-range  goals. 
Unfortunately,  nuance  and  continui¬ 
ty  have  no  bureaucratic  constituen¬ 
cies. 

Over  the  past  four  years,  the  his¬ 
toric  rivalry  between  the  State  and 
Defence  Departments  has  more 
than  once  degenerated  into  personal 
animus.  Such  disputes  are  especially 
difficult  for  a  president  to  referee. 
He  can  never  be  as  “expert”  as  the 
experts  who  disagree  before  him  so 
eloquently  in  their  recommenda¬ 
tions.  So  in  the  end,  the  procedure 
drives  him  towards  a  compromise 
that  may  combine  the  disadvantages 
of  every  proposed  course  of  action. 

It  also  tends  to  transmute  factual 
issues  over  who  is  ahead  in  the  arms 
race.  To  be  sure,  the  issue  involves 
weapons  of  unprecedented  complex¬ 
ity  and  for  which  there  is  no  oper¬ 
ational  experience.  But  it  cannot  be 
beyond  the  wit  of  the  American 
government  to  devise  a  comparison 
of  the  probable  growth  of  nuclear 


technical  questions,  it  will  surely  be 
stymied  by  tbe  more  fundamental 
issue  that  each  day  bears  down  on  it 
more  heavily:  contemporary 
weapons  technology  has  made  tradi¬ 
tional  arms  control  theory  obsoles¬ 
cent. 

Developed  in  the  late  1950s  and 
early  1960s,  this  theory  assumed  sta¬ 
tionary  missiles  and  relatively  in¬ 
accurate  single  warheads.  Since  it 
would  take  more  than  one  attacking 
missile  to  destroy  an  offensive  one,  it 
was  plausible  to  believe  that  if  one 
could  negotiate  essential  equality  of 
strategic  forces,  the  incentive  for 
surprise  attack  would  have  been  re¬ 
moved.  .  _  _  ,  ...  _ 

Modern  technology  has  overtaken 
this  simple  equation.  Today,  laun¬ 
chers  can  carry  10  or  more  highly 
accurate  warheads.  Some  missiles 
are  becoming  mobile.  Equality  in 
numbers  of  launchers  has  become 
less  and  less  relevant  to  strategic 
stability.  Even  reductions  can  prove 
meaningless  or  dangerous  if  they  do 
not  ameliorate  the  disproportion  be¬ 
tween  warheads  and  launchers. 

The  appointment  of  the  experi¬ 
enced  and  sophisticated  Paul  H. 
Nitze  as  special  adviser  to  the  secret¬ 
ary  of  state  is  an  important  step  - 
especially  in  the  negotiating  field. 
But  nobody  can  solve  the  conceptual 
issues,  act  as  chief  negotiator  and 


arms  control  to  an  analysis  of  which 
specific  limitations  would  in  foci  re¬ 
duce  tbe  danger  of  nuclear  war. 
Otherwise,  the  U.S.  will  be  driven 
by  negotiating  tactics  or  impose  on 
itself  the  absurdity  of  accepting  re¬ 
ductions  in  strategic  forces  that  it 
refuses  to  put  forward  as  bargaining 
chips  in  negotiation  -  in  the  name  of 
reducing  the  budgetary  deficit. 

There  has  been  even  less  of  a 
systematic  effort  to  come  to  grips 
with  the  complicated  relationship  of 
offensive  and  defensive  forces.  In 
fact,  the  so-called  Star  Wars  issue 
threatens  to  turn  into  one  of  those 
symbolic  tests  of  will  on  which 
America  drains  its  national  purpose. 
Critics  have  jumped  gleefully  on 
extravagant  presidential  claims  im¬ 
plying  the  possibility  of  a  perfect 
civilian  defence.  In  fact,  the  possibil¬ 
ity  of  protecting  retaliatory  forces 
and  lessening  the  danger  of  attack 
from  third  nuclear  countries  cannot 
simply  be  shrugged  off  with  emo¬ 
tional  proclamations-  To  base  de¬ 
terrence  irrevocably  on  the  mutual 
threat  to  exterminate  civilians  would 
be  a  fateful  decision.  When  mass 
slaughter  becomes  a  mathematical 
equation,  tbe  siren  songs  of  the 
advocates  of  pacifism  and  unilateral 
disarmament  will  sound  increasingly 
attractive  in  democracies.

Sir.  -  Eallan  Hirshfeld’s  reply 
“Lack  of  Aliya"  (December  6),  to 
David  Krivine's  November  16  inter¬ 
view  with  Abba  Eban  was  a  perfect 
manifestation  of  why  Jews  from 
liberal  Western  countries  don  7  come 
to  Israel.  Mr.  Hiishfeld  is  evidental- 
lya  product  of  a  sterile  “economical¬ 
ly  liberaf'environment,  one  where 
people  are  taught  that  all  tbe  world’s 
evils  stem  from  the  nasty  desire  of 
socialists  to  distribute  national 
wealth  more  equally. 

Without  becoming  polemical,  we 
would  like  to  see  the  direct  connec¬ 
tion  between  the  failure  of  Zionism 
and  aliya  and  the  failure  of  socialism, 
as  Mr.  Hirshfeld  writes.  The  terra 
“liberal.”  as  he  uses  it.  smacks  of  the 
“Liberal  Party-’  interpretation. 

We.  as  immigrants  and  Mapam 
members  see  the  lack  in  those  very 
socialist  values  -  equal  economic 
responsibility,  non-exploitation  of 
the  wage-earner  and  social  justice  - 
the  values  most  meaningful  to  us  as 
former  American  and  Australian 
still-liberal  Jews.

Sir,  -  Eallan  Hirshfeld  writes  that 
“Zionism  has  not  failed  but  social¬ 
ism  has.  and  the  sooner  we  become  a 
liberal  country  tbe  sooner  aliya, 
along  with  many  other  things,  will 
improve.” 

If  by  “liberalism”  he  means  the 
economic  mismanagement  since  the 
end  of  Labour  rule,  four-figure  infla¬ 
tion.  an  estimated  500.000  people 
living  below  the  poverty  lines,  the 
subjugation  of  the  work  ethic  by  the 
stexik  market  and  tbe  dominance  of  a 
political  creed  of  maximalism  and 
intolerance,  then  I  think  we  have 
seen  enough. 

In  only  seven  years  “liberalism” 
has  managed  to  undermine  all  that 
socialism  achieved  in  the  face  of  dire 
difficulties,  then  aliya  will  not  be  the 
greatest  casualty.
